Mexico City, June 6—The foreign office 
‘gat a note to the legations this afternoon 
-potifying them that the port of Tampico had 
been blockaded by order of President Huerta. 
‘The United States government also was noti- 
fied through the Spanish minister at Wash- 
lagton. 
Mexican Gunboats Are Off. 

. Washington, D. C., June 6.—[Special.]— 
Huerta’s gunboats, the Bravo and the Zara- 
gosa, salled tonight from Puerto Mexico 
te establish a blockade of the port of Tam- 
pico against the Antilla, El Mundo, and El 
Siglo, which have cleared from New York 
with cargoes of arms and ammunition for 
the Constitutionalists at Tampico. This in- 
formation was announced in the following 
bulletin by the navy department early Sun- 
éay morning: 

Admiral Badger reports that the Tacoma 
reports thet the Mexican gunboats Bravo 
and Zaragosa sailed at Puero Mexico at 
6 o'clock tonight. If their desination is 
Tampico they probably will arrive at that 

port early Monday morning. 


Unofficially it is learned that the United i 


States cruisers Tacoma and Sacramento are 
trailing the Mexican gunboats, presumably 
to carry out the order issued by President 
Wilson on May 18 that Tampico should be 
Maintained an open port. 

It is also learned in Washington that 
President Huerta has instructed the Span- 
ish ambassador here to notify President 
Wilson that he, Huerta, has declared a 
blockade of Tampico. 

Next Move Up to Wilson. 

* By this move Huerta places the Wilson 
administration in a corner where it must 
either recede from its position that Tampico 
shall be maintained an open port, so that the 
Constitutionalists can get arms and ammu- 
nition, or ‘take some aggressive action 
egeinst Huerta’s gunboats, which will be 
nothing less than a violation by the United 
States of the armistice which has 
agreed upon between this country and the 
Huerta administration pending mediation 
at Niagara Falls. 

Huerta has every right under international 
law to blockade Tampico against the rebels, 
who have obtained possession. 

Unofficially it can be stated that the pres- 
ent temper of the administration is to carry 
out its announced intention of maintaining 
Tampico as an open port. 

It is also learned that the Wilson admin- 
istration received notice this morning 
through the Spanish ambassador, Riano, of 
Huerta’s manifesto to the world, that he 
had declared a blockade of Tampico. Any 
action that he may take against the rebels 
cammet be construed> as a ‘violation of his 
armistice with the United States, but any 
action that this country takes to prevent 
the Diockade will be an action egainst 
Huerta and therefore a clear violation of 
the armistice. : 

Ruerta Decides to Contest Point. 

Huerta was advised several days ago of the 
order issued by President Wilson that Tam- 
Dieo should be kept an open port and that 

Admiral Badger had been instructed to fol- 
low the Mexican gunboats and see that they 
4i@ not establish a blockade. 

However, it was not until it became gener- 
ally known that vessels had cleared from 
New York for Tampico w'th arms and am- 
munition for the Constitutionalists that Hu-

RAPP’S LETTERS 
TO ‘NONNIE’ DEAN 
ALIVE WITH LOVE 


His Hopes to Make Her ‘Legiti- 
mate Head of His Home’

SCHUMANN-HEINK ‘SHANKS’ 


Husband Abbreviated Wife’s Name 
and Had “Affinity” Threaten 
to Sue Her. 


WOMAN DETECTIVE GOT NOTES 


Mme. Ernestine Schumann-Heink’s divorce 
suit against William Rapp Jr.—her once 
adored “ Bee-lee '’—reached its climax with a 
Wagnerian crash yesterday afternoon. 

Madame’'s lawyers, who had been wading 
through a series of dry and apparently point- 
less depositions taken in New York, sudden- 
ly began to read a satchelful of letters written 
by Rapp last summer to Mrs. Katherine BD. 
Dean, the occupant of the third corner in his 
domestic triangle. In the correspondence 
Rapp flippantly shortened his wife's hyphen- 
ated name into “ Shanks.”’ 


Woman Sleuth Got Letters. 

After Mrs. Dean—** Nonnie” was the pet 
name almost invariably used by Repp in his 
salutation—had read the letters, they fell into 
the hands of a woman detective, who had ob- 
tained entrance to the Dean-Rapp “ affinity 
filat’’ in New York City as a roomer. The 
detective, Miss Frances Ashton, sat on the 
witness stand in Judge Denis E. Sullivan's 
court and identified each of the letters as 
they were introduced in evidence. 

There stil] remained many of the “Nonnie”’ 
letters to be read when court adjourned, 
but the first few samplee were pithy and re- 
vealed so clearly the relations between 
“ Nonnie” and Madame’s “ Bee-lee"’ that 
the defenae, in a futile effort to avert further 
disclosures, admitted the truth of the diva’s 
allegations. 


“You, Too,” Rapp’s Defense. 

Only on one point, however, did Rapp’s 
lawyers surrender. They will continue to 
contest the suit, but have shifted the base of | 
their defense and no# rely on their ability 
to prove madame also was guilty of indis- 
cretions serfous enough to prevent her from 
winning her decree. 

With the “ Nonnie ” letters there was read 
one written by Mrs. Dean to Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink. It was patterned along lines 
suggested by Rapp and contained a threat 
of legal action should the diva “ continue ”’ 
to link the name of her husband with that 
of the writer.

Tells “Darling Nonnie”’ 
of Loss of Letter. 

Office of Sutorius & Rapp, Conceft Direc- 
tion, 1 West Thirty-fourth street, New York. 
My Darling Nonnie: Wired you a night let- 
ter to be received tomorrow, Dut did not dare 
write as I might wish. Am much alarmed 
gince the loss of the one letter for which I in- 
quired at the P.O. Clipping covers my case. 
That letter was mailed on the same day mine 
was. I sent no letter today, as I went down 
early and have just returned from dinner at 
mother’s; now 9:30 p. m. 

Miss Colbert and myself debated my case 
all day and have come to the conclusion 
she cannot possibly be spotted. Also that it 
would be suicidal to have you come on here, 
and that I had better go back to New York 
and make some arrangement as to your or 
my place of residence. 

Also that you are too stunning a woman 
to confront her, too attractive, and that she 
would never believe I had no interest in 
you. 

We also are convinced there is only one 
method at all open to me—and that I have in- 
dicated to you, and I believe you have read 
between the lines. Perhaps it is the quickest 
wayfor .. . now weask you towrite her 
about as follows, and to make it as strong 
as you like: :

Veteran Manager Retires Aft- 
er Forty Years at The- 
ater Game. 


14 YEARS AT ILLINOIS, 


The audience at the “ Queen of the Movies” 
gaw a large portrait of Will J. Davis hang- 
ing from @ box at the Illinois last night. 
Flags were draped about the portrait anda 
vase of flowers was on the stage in front 
of the box, 

In the box were Mr. Davis, William A. 
Pinkerton, and Benjamin H. Marshall. As 
Felix Adler sang “Girls, Run Along,” the 
chorus girig held up mirrors to focus the 
light on Mr. Davis’ party. 

Few in the audience knew that Mr. Davis 
was giving a box party to his three closest 
friends—the tribute of a veteran theatrical 
manager at the end of forty yeare in the 
show business. 

Son Will Succeed Him, 
Mr. Davis, who has been manager of the 
Tilinois theater for the last fourteen years, re- 
tired last night. His son will succeed him. 
Willowdale farm, down in Indiana, with its 
thoroughbred horses, will claim most of the 
time of Mr. Davis in the future. 
The orchestra stopped short in ite rendition 
of the feature number, “ Girls, Run Along,” 
and the curtain was slowly raised. Frank 
Moulan, the leading comedian with the com- 
pany, walked to the footlights. 
*“* Tt is ill befitting me,” he said, “ to appear 
in the dress of a buffoon to pay a tribute to 
Will J. Davis, the first gentleman in the the- 
atrical business. But tonight Mr. Davis re- 
tired from the theatrical business, 

Sing “Auld Lang Syne.” 
“ Wouldn't it be an appropriate good-by to 
Mr. Davis to sing ‘Auld Lang Syne’?”’ he 
asked. 
The band started the song and the audience, 
actors, and Mr. Davis arose and sang it 
through. 
Between the acts Mr. Davis told of his ex- 
periences gathered from forty years.in the 
theatrical business. In that time melodrama 
has risen and fallen, light opera has passed 
through various stages of popularity, and 
the movies, followed by the modern dance, 
have stormed the pleasure seeking public, 


Brains Demand Good Shows. 

“The brains of this nation will demand 
good shows—solid stuff,” Mr. Davis said. 
“The creepy, salacious stuff must go. It’s 
popular today, but tomorrow the backbone 
of the country will demand legitimate shows. 

“TI have seen the condition that exists to- 
day in the theatrical business two or three 
times previously. I blame the men in the 
theatrical business largely for this condition. 
They offer to the public a class of material 
that has driven the sensible people to the 
motion picture shows. 

‘Then there are the dances. The public 
seems to have been attracted to sensational 
dances, the cafés, and the shivery, shimmer- 
ing stuff without foundation—without brains. 

“Tt’s the same in literature. It seems that 
too many persons would read books and sto- 
ries that create almost an unnatural! desire— 
a feeling that is foreign to the eclid, sane 
people who do things, The other night I was 
in a café and I saw a man with gray hair 
trying to dance these new dances. Look 
there——” 

The reporter followed Mr. Davis’ hand to 
where three young men with the latest cut 
in straw hats and gray checked suits, the 


close fitting kind, were “ hesitating " down 
the aisles to their seats. 

“That's why this theater isn’t full to- 
night,’’ Mr. Davis continued. 
His First Theater Job. 

Mr. Davis got his first job in the theatricai 
business when he was 30 years old. He 
was working in the freight department of 
the Lake Shore railroad after completing an 
enlistment in the United States navy. W. 
W. Cole at that time ran a little variety thea- 
ter at Monroe and Dearborn, where the First 

National bank is now situated. 

“ Billy’ Hayden was agent for the show, 
and he became acquainted with Davis ip 
checking the property on the railroad. Hay- 
den needed help on Saturday night, and he 
employed Mr. Davis to help him count the 
receipts. ’ 

Later he went on the road and met Jack 
Haverly, who had a minstrel troupe in Cali- 
fornia. Haverly employed Mr. Davis. After 
two years of theatrical business he re- 
turned for a time to the Lake Shore in the 
passenger department. 


Goes Back to Playhouse. 

“I found the relatives of the directors of 
the road passed me in promotion,"’ Mr. Davis 
said, ** so I quit and returned to the theater. 
This time I took out Her Majesty’s Opera 
company. Later I took Lester Wallack on 
tour, and through the aid of Ed Markham, 
at that time on Tus TRIBUNS, I was suc- 
cessful.”’ 

Mr. Davis then organized a company which 
attracted attention all over the musical 
world. Arthur Creswold was training the 
Chicago Church Choir society in * Pinafore."’ 
Mr. Davis took it “on the road " and was 
immensely successful.

Brady Tells Own Life Story. 
Auditor Brady’s formal statement follows: 
“At the outset I want to state as empha- 

* tically as possible that under no conditions 
will I discuss my domestic affairs until the 
proper time in the court if this case is really 
to be pushed, which I will try to have done. 

“ As to my past life, I have nothing to be 
ashamed of and no apologies to offer. I was 
@ telegrapher and was considered a good one. 
I struck when my fellow laborers struck in 
1907 and as a result was blacklisted all over 
the country. I tried to secure work in order 
to support my family. I becamea bartender 
and was very glad to obtain the employment. 

J worked in two places—John C. Cella’s, 
1245 West Madison street, and John P. Shee- 
han’s, 752 South Dearborn street. I did my 
work faithfully and I was a good bartender. 
My employers were not divekeepers as inti- 
mated and I am proud tosay to this date that 
I have their friendship and good will 


‘Past Life No Handicap. 

“Two years later when the blacklist was 
lifted I was sent for by the Western Union 
and employed in a better position than I pre- 
viously held. In my various positions I en- 
@eavored to serve my employers just as well 
as I am endeavoring to serve the people of 
Illinois as auditor of public accounts. My 
past life was no bar to my securing nomine- 
tions, not only in conventions but in pri- 
maries held by the Democratic party. 

“I was practically unaided in my fight for 
auditor and none of the wings of the Demo- 
cratic party throughout the state fostered 
my candidacy. 

“When I was elected I was surprised to 
learn the number of patriots who had sac- 
rificed their time and money to bring about 
my election, but whose services I had not 
been able to discern until that time. Among 
them was ‘Doc’ Krone, who is now quoted 
as having contributed to my campaign, al- 
though I never remember the ‘ Doc’ as ever 
being reported as having a spare dollar. 
When he was quickly told that his efforts to 
effect the distribution of the patronage of 
this office were fruitless he became what is 
known asa‘ sore head.’ 


Refers to John T. Murray. 
“John T. Murray, whose name has been 
brought into the matter, is an attorney I 
employed to assist in the taking over of the 
office and counting the securities. I em- 
ployed him because I believed he had no 
interest in the distribution of the patronage.

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EARLY IN COLLEGE 
BETTER FOR BOY 


That's What President Lowell 
Tells Harvard Alumni 
at Banquet. 


SAYS SCHOOLS MAKE MEN. 


Asserts Youth Should Graduate 
at 21 So He Can Enter 
Special Courses. 


‘Why do we have a college?” 

President A. Lawrence Lowell of Harvard 
university propounded this question and then 
answered it at length last night in an ad- 
dress before 838 alumni of the university. 
He spoke at a banquet at the Auditorium 
hotel which marked the close of the eight- 
eenth annual meeting of the Associated Har- 
vard clubs. 

President Lowell urged a campaign to in- 
duce parents to send their boys to college at 
a younger age. He decried the practice of 
men leaving school before graduation. He 
strongly emphasized the importance of the 
collegiate course as a broad foundation for 
a professional career. 

Previous to the speechmaking class sonx»s 
were sung and yells were given. Old men 
seized younger ones and tangoed between the 
tables. President Lowell was greeted with 
a prolonged, deafening Harvard cheer. 


What Would John Harvard Say? 

“T wonder what John Harvard would 
think if he came to a banquet of this sort?” 
he asked. ‘“‘ What would he think if he 
saw these middle aged men dancing the 
tango? He'd probably think it all improper, 
but I’misure he wouldn't be around long 
before he found out what it was all about 
and then, he'd realize it was a genuine Har- 
vard reunion and be in the thick of it. 

‘There are several things I wish to em- 
phasize tonight, and the first is: Whydo we 
have a college? All of us know why we have 
professional! schools where a man’s career.is 
mapped out for him along certain lines. In 
a professional school you know where you 
are steering, you have a profession as a 
pattern.’ But the college is different. The 
business of a college is to make men. Itis 
said man is the noblest work of God, and 
therefore man must be the hardest thing for 
human beings to attempt to create. 


What College Does. 

“TY believe professional training can be 
given better in professional schools than in 
colleges: The purpose of the college is to 
prepare man for life, distinct from technical 
training: It gives a man a broad base line of 
what mén have done and said and thought in 
the pastiand of what they are doing and say- 
ing and thinking today. You do not learn 
Greek to master a certain meter or rules of 
grammar. You study it to know the thoughts 
of the men who lived in ancient Greece. Not 
that their thoughts should correspond with 
ours today. I heard an inscription for a cup 
the other day. It ran: 

Should women vote? The ancient Greeks 
said, Nay. 

A-ha,~bub where are the ancient Greeks 
today? 

“There is another matter I wigh to im- 
press upon you, and that isto encourage par- 
ents to send their boys tocollege at a younger 
age. 


23 Too Old to Graduate? 

“It is too old an age for men to graduate 
at 23 and then take four more yearsin stucy- 
ing their profession. Twenty-seven years is 
too old an age. How can we remedy this? 
Slice off the top? No. That is like cutting @ 
man’s head off because he is too tall. A 
young man who leaves college in his junior 
year misses the best part. The last year is 
the most important. 

* Get men to college younger. Any mas- 
ter will'tell you he can put a boy in college 
at 16 or 17, if he gets the boy soon enough. 
Too many parents deliberately hold back 
their sons because they fear they are too 
young to withstand the temptations of col- 
lege life. 

“We have compiled statistics covering a 
dozen years which show that the younger 
the student the better his average of schol- 
arship.' They show that the older the stu-

Another Thing for Boy. 


“There is another thing we want to keep 
before the boy entering college and that is 
that life is a serious thing. Let us not take 
the joy and pleasure out of college life. Hap- 
piness is a great thing if you pursue it and 
don't let it pursue you. For a young man 
to spend the four years of his life when his 
character is being molded in idleness and in- 
dolence is not the best thing for his life.” 

Mr. Greeley was introduced by Mr. Ste- 
phens as the “oldest member of any Har- 
vard club in the world, father of the Harvard 
club of Chicago, and grandfather of the 
Associated Harvard clubs.” Heeplied with 
a reminiscence of Gen. Grant in Paris, most 
of which was related in French.

The dinner was the closing function of the 
two days’ session of delegates from all parts 
of the world. Five hundred covers were laid.

greeted by a large contingent of Yale men at 
the Chicago Board of Trade building with 
cheers and a banner bearing a great key in- 
scribed “‘ From Yale to Harvard.”

whisked over the six miles to Malmaison. 


Luncheon Attended by Several. 

Noon found the former president back in 
the city for his luncheon with Gabriel Hano- 
taux, the academician; Myron T. Terrick, the 
ambassador, and Robert Wocds Bliss, sec- 
retary of the embassy. The company in- 
cluded also Alexandre Felix Ribot, a former 
French premier; Gen. Henri J. Brugere. who 
went to the United States on a mission for 
the French government while Col. Roosevelt 
wags president; Henr! Bauden, the historian; 
Louis Jaray, secretary of the French-Amer- 
ique committee; Gen. Charles Mangin; Emile 
Boutroux, the historian, who !s a member 
of both the academy and the institute; Dr.

Call on President Poincare, 

The party remained unbroken until after 
5 o’clock, and the colonel made up for the 
taciturnity which had marked his voyage by 
conversing animatedly with the educators 
and writers whom he met. 

On leaving M. Hanotaux he was driven to 
the Elys€e palace, where he was received by 
President Poincaré.

Makes Reply to Landor. 

Although when he arrived in Paris early 
this morning the colonel told the corre- 
spondents of the American newspapers that 
he would not discuss his South American 
trip, L’Intransigeant published this after- 
noon what it says is an interview with him 
concerning the criticisms of A. Savage Lan- 
dor. Col. Roosevelt is quoted as saying: 

“It is not my habit to discuss people who 
are not serious. Landor belongs to that cat- 
egory. What I wish to say is that Landor 
never deviated an inch from known routes 
long since traversed by other explorers.

HAT AND SCAR GIVE CLEW 


He Confesses Starting Making 


Money When Out of Work 
Soon After Wedding. — 


Federal officials yesterday arrested a’ pair 
of newlyweds who had taken to counterfeit- 
ing $10 bills as an occupation. They are 
Mrs. Clara Hartwig and Alexander Hart- 
wig. She is 21 years old and her husband 27. 

They were married six months ago and 
started housekeeping at 4147 Indiana ave- 
nue. One month later Hartwig lost his job 
as a salesman for Loftis Brothers, a State 
street mail order jewelry house. With the 
loss of his job his funds soon dwindled. 

Hartwig remembered he had a camera and 
a set of etching tools in his old room at the 
residence of his parents at 3757 Osgood 
atreet. He went there and began experi- 
menting. This resulted in the production of 
counterfeit $10 bills, which for a time de- 
ceived experts in several Chicago banks. 


Wife Becomes “Partner.” 

Mrs. Hartwig was taken into the “ busi- 
ness "’asa partner. Her duty became to pass 
the fake bills. Capt. Thomas I. Porter of 
the United States secret service said he be- 
lieves the woman passed at least 100 $10 bills 
made by her husband. 

During two months federal officials had 
been searching for a woman who wore a daré 
brown hat trimmed with old gold braid and 
citron plumes. In the same period Capt. 
Porter received a flood of complaints from 
storekeepers of a woman who passed coun- 
terfeit $10 gold certificates. All the store- 
keepers described her as young and pretty 
with a slight scar on her face. They also 
remarked about the peculiarity of her hat. 

On Friday night Secret Service Operative 
Peter Drautzburg met Mrs. Hartwig as she 
left a restaurant at East Fifty-first street 
and Indiana avenue. He told her she was 
under arrest and took her to the federal 
building. 

Says She Found Bogus Bills. 

Mrs. riartwig denied she was guilty of 
counterfeiting and shielded her husband 
from blame. She said she found a package 
containing eighty of the counterfeit bills, 
and as she was in need of money she could 
not resist the temptation to pass them. 

A search of the woman’s room at the In- 
diana avenue residence disclosed that she 
had a liking for silk stockings. Several 
hundred pairs of stockings were found 
packed into drawers of a dresser. 

Hartwig was brought in yesterday and 
confessed to Agent Drautzberg. Then he 
and his wife were arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Lewis F. Mason, who 
held them to the federal grand jury in $10,000 
bonds each. They were locked up in the 
county jail in“default of bonds. Mrs. Hart- 
wig wept as she was led away. 


Loop Fire Alarms Girl Workers, 


Girls employed by the Peterson Linotype com- 
pany at 531 Plymouth court and the Regan Print- 
ing house, were alarmed yesterday by burning 
soot in the ventilating pipes leading from the 
linotype machines in the Peterson rooms. Fire- 
men had to chop open the pipes to check the blaze.

Belief at Springfield Is That 
Decision May Not Be 
Reached for Week. 


HOPES OF FOES RISE. 


Secretary of State Woods Advises 
Democrats to Quit ‘““Knock- 
ing’’ Sullivan, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Springfield, Ill, June 6—{Special.]—No 
vote haa been taken in the Illinois Supreme 
court on the constitutionality of the woman 
euffrage act and it is probable that none will 
be taken until late next week. This was 
found to be the belief of men in official life 
in Springfield, who have kept closely in touch 
with the proceedings. 

This is at variance with the report that the 
court had divided by a vote of 5 to 2 to hola 
the law constitutional as to the right of 
women to vote for statutory officials and un- 
constitutional ae to their Hitht to vote on 
questions of public policy and on the local 
option questions. 

On the court's decision hangs the fate of 
1,000 saloons put out of business by the wom- 
en's vote this spring the right to office of 
several Chicago aldermen elected in the re- 
eent city election, and other matters too 
numerous to mention. 

The newest report, if true, would sustain in 
ite entirety the final oral argument made by 
Levy Mayer and Alfred Austrian when the 


case Was given over te the Supreme court in 
February. 


Think No Vote Has Been Taken. 

Close observers agree that if there had 
been a Vote and & final deterniinatidn with- 
im the court an oral annouhceme would 
have been made from thé bench and the 
Written opinion handed down latef, itt accord- 
ance with précedéent. 

Hxpression is heatd in Springfield today 
that there may be ho decisién at the June 
term, which will be completed Juné 17, in 
all probability. This would indicate to some 
that the court may khock out not only the 
1913 act but might go furthér ahd Wipe out 
the acts conferring partial suffrage on 
women ith school electidns. The theory is 
that delay in anhouncihg the opinion on 
“decision day,'’ which is thé closing day of 
the term, would méan that @ long search ig 
being made of precedents by the justices for 
the formation of their decision. 

Optimistic friends of suffrage take the op- 


posite view and say thet if the court hed 


expected to declare the law unconstitutional 
it would havé announced its decision in April 
in time to preserve the claims of saloon- 
keepers in nearly 200 municipalities who 
were put out of business at the local option 
elections.

the Constitutionalist junta in Washington 
and will be sent to Niagara Falls tomorrow 
or Monday. Gen. Carranga expresses his 
willingness to enter the Niagara Falls con- 
ference, but on his own terms. 

The rebel chief will not consent to enter 
into any armstice. He still stands out 
against any attempt on the part of the United 
States or the A-B-C diplomats to interferé 
with Mexico's internal affairs, but he gives 
evidence of a willingness to let down the bars 
slightly in regard to this question of a set- 
tlement of Mexico’s own differences through 
peaceful conferences. 

Carranza is willing to mediate the inter- 
national questions involved in the present 
situation, and it is understood that he ac- 
knowledges that it may be necessary in this 
connection to discuss some phases of Mex- 
ico’s internal affairs. 


Gives Hope to Bryan. 

The stand that Carranza has taken was 
communicat this afternoon to Secretary 
Bryan, and&t was apparent that the admin- 
istration found ground for hope in it that 
the mediators might finally admit Carranza 
to the proceedings. 

Carranza’s reply to the mediators, as re 
ceived in Washington, consists merely of 
certain instructions to his agents here. The 
mediators’ communication was addressed 
to Senor Zubaran,. Carranza’s representa- 
tive here, and the reply based on the first 
chief's instructions, will be sent over the sig- 
nature of Senor Zubaran. 

It is understood that the Zubaran note will 
seck to minimize the question of an armistice, 
a the same time giving no indication that 

nza will ever consider yielding on that 
point. Carranza’s agents here contend that 
if the mediators continue to insist on Car- 
ranza consenting to an armistice the nego- 
tiations will fail. 

Carranza’s reply will make it apparent that 
he believes he ought to have a voice in the 
settlement of Mexico’s international difficul- 
ties, and this, he will contend, is the only 
phase of the situation that should be subject 
to mediation. 


Huerta Ready to Quit. 

Niagara Falls, Ont., June 6.—[Special.]— 
Sefior Emilio Rabasa, head of the Mexi- 
can delegation to the mediation conference, 
formally announced today that Gen. Huerta 
will resign if an agréement insuring peace 
in Mexico is reached. 

This statement was made in reply to a 
question asked by THs TRIBUNE correspon- 
dent. Its importance was promptiy felt by 
all those who are connected with the media- 
tion conference, especially in view of the fact 
that it has been the contention of many that 
the dictator had instructed his representa- 
tives to refuse positively to negotiate with 
Gen. Carranza. 

This clears the road for the acceptance of 
rebel delegates at the conference. It was 
generally agreed here tonight that by mak- 
ing this statement the Mexican representa- 
tives have scored a decisive advantage, inas- 
much as the motives of Gen. Huerta have 
not been made perfectly clear. The dictator 
has submitted to all the demands formulated 
by the Washington government.

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FLETCHER TELLS 
VERA CRUZ FALL 


Admiral’s Story of Fighting 
Made Public by the Navy 
Department. 


PRAISES WORK OF NAVY. 


Says Efficiency and Spirit of Of- 
ficers and Men Brought 
Speedy Conclusion. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—Rear Admiral 
Fletcher's own story of the taking of Vera 
Cruz was made public by the navy depart- 
ment. The report, dramatic deepite its of- 
ficial tenor, covers the whole action from the 
receipt of President Wilson's cablegram early 
in the morning of April 21 ordering the 
seizure of the Vera Crus customs house to 
the complete pacification of the city. 

Admiral Fletcher gives unstinted praise for 
the discipline and spirit of the officere and 
men under him. Inthe fighting which accom- 
pahbied the taking of the city he suggests that 
the accurate fire of the attacking land force 
and the cruisers in the harbor brought resiste 
ance to a speedy end. 


Fletcher’s Report in Detail. , 

Rear Admiral Fietcher’s report follows! 

*“ When the cablegram of 8 a. m. April 21 te 
seize the custom house was received the fol- 
lowing officers were in my cabin: Capt. W. 
R. Rush, 0. 8. N., commanding naval brie 
gade; Capt. H. McL. P. Huse, U. 8S. N., chief 
of staff; Commander H. O. Stickney, U. 8. 
N., commanding Prairie; Lieut. Col. W. GC 
Neville, U. S. M. C., commanding marine 
regiment. They had been called on hoard to 
be informed of the situation and to assure 
me that the plans previousry prepared for 
the employment of the naval forces against 
Vera Cruz were understood by them, and 
that they were prepared to carry them out, 

*““The method of procedure adopted was tto 
land marines from the Prairie, Florida, and 
Utah, and the seaman battalion from the 
Florida, and to seize the custom hodee, rail- 
way terminal, and cable office. The seaman 
battalion of the Utah was held on board 
awaiting news of the Ypiranga. 


Landing Maneuver Successful. 

“At 10:30 a. m. the Prairie reported, ‘Am 
ready,’ and I directed Capt. Rush to land 
his brigade and carry out orders. 

“The following signal was sent to the 
Prairie at 10:50 a. m.: ‘ Land and take pier 
No. 4; be prepared to cover landing by neces- 
sary gunfire.’ At 11:45 a. m. the Prairie sig- 
naled, ‘ Battalion has shoved off.’ The land- 
ing force of the Florida shoved off at the 
same time and was joined by the Panama 
contingent of marines from the Utah. This 
made a total force of 787 officers and men, of 
whom 502 were marines, all under the com- 
mand of Capt. William R. Rush, U. S. navy, 
captain of the Florida. 

* At 11:55 a. m. Rush signaled: ‘ Telegraph 
and postoffice occupied and doing business as 
ever.’ This was followed by: ‘ Firing in 
town; no casualties as yet,’ and at 12:21 p. m.: 
‘Commenced firing on shore; Federals have 
commenced firing on U.S. troops.’ 

“Again at 12:30 p. m. Rush signalled, ‘One 
ffousand men with machine guns revorted in 
this vicinity; desultory firing at intervals; 
hurry Utah's’ ‘troops.’ I signaled Utah: 
‘ Send, your battalion ashore; urgent; you 
may steam:in closer.’ At 12:41 p. m. Rush 
reported his first casualties. 

“ Immediately on landing the marine regi- 
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ment under, Lieut. Col. Neville, advanced up 
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Callo de Montesinos, seizing the cable office 


and detaching one company to seize the | 


power plant north of the terminal station 
and to cover approaches from the westward 
along the railroad tracks. The head of the 
marine column had advanced to Avenida 
Bravo when, at 11:57 a. m. they were fired 
into from all directions. 

“The marines’ Colt automatic guns went 
into action at Independencia, Cinco de Mayo, 
Cortes, Hidalgo, and Bravo, and cleared 
these streets immediately. The men took 
positions in front of warehouses, lining the 
north side of Montesinos and fired at the 
enemy, who had occupied the housetops, 
windows, and towers on the opposite side of 
the street. The marine regiment was then 
ordered not to advance, but to hold its origi- 
nal position. 

“In the meantime the Florida seamen 
battalion, under Lieut. Wainwright, had ad- 
vanced and seized the customhouse and 
custom warehouse, postoffice, and railroad 
terminal. They were under steady fire from 
the enemy in houses on Benito Juarez and 
Morelos streets, which were returned. The 
artillery section of the Florida went into 
action in front of the American consulate 
and shelled the enemy out of the old light- 
house tower on Benito Juarez street. When 
the first report of casualties was received, 
the Solace was ordered from Tampico] to 
Vera Cruz by radio. 


Fletcher Directs Attack Ashore. 

‘“ At 1 p. m. I repaired aboard the Pratrie 
with Capt. Huse and Lieut. Courts of my 
staff, and from this point directed joint oper- 
ations ashore and afloat. The Prairie opened 
fire at 1:10 p. m. with three inch gun on the 
¢nemy’s mounted troops in the sandhills be- 
yond the city. Indirect fre was used with a 
church tower as a point of aim, range 2,600 
to 3,000 yards. The second shot fell among 
their troops and drove them beyond the 
sandhills. 

*Sharpshooters in the navel echoo!l build- 
ing and the new market had been firing 
steadily-on plier No. 4, where all of our boat 
were landing. Chief Boatewain McCley, in 
charge of three picket launches, armed with 
one pounder guns, put out from pier No. 4 
and steamed full speed around the endof fis- 
cal pier, directly toward the naval school 
building. 

Launches Target for Shells. 

* The picket launches in their gallant dash 
were hit many times with rifle bullets and 
three times with one pounder shell from 
the naval academy. Chief Boatswain Mc- 
Cloy was wounded in the leg and one was 
fatally wounded. 

“3 p. m.—I did not desire to force the 
fighting through the city and use the guns 
of the ships as long as there existed a rea- 
sonable chance to avoid this severe measure. 
Bvery effort was being made to get into 
communication with the Mexican authori- 
ties, both direct and through the American 
consul, and to represent to them the futil- 
ity of further resistance on their part and 
the serious consequences that would ensue. 

“ Any further advance at this time of the 
day would have brought the fighting into the 
most densely populated part of the city after 
nightfall. It was, therefore, decided to hold 
our present position. 

“ Desultory firing continued until midnight 
with occasional shots throughout the night. 

“ Early in the morning of April 22 efforts to 
get in communication with the authorities 
were renewed. By 8 o'clock it was definitely 
ascertained that the firing of the enemy was 
not under organized control or acting under 
the direction of competent authority. 

“The marine forces advanced through all 
streets to the north of Avenida Independen- 
cla, where they were met with heavy rifie 
and machine gun fire from houses, hotels, 
hospital, church steeples, and military bar- 
racks. They advanced slowly, clearing 
houses and roofs of snipers and entering 
every house in every block as they advanced. 

** Our forces advanced steadily through the 
city, entering houses from which they were 
being fired upon and disarming the occu- 
pants.”

psychological tests to be applied to all ap- 
plicants for positions as engineers and other 
operating employés in place of the time 
honored written and physical examinations.

- The new psychological tests, founded on 
principles laid down by Prof. Hugo Munster-

About twenty engineers have been sub- 
jected to the experimental teste. y means 
of a simple apparatus, consisting of ten

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NEWTRADE BILL 


- FACES BIG FIGHT 


Measure Providing .Commis- 
sion to Supervise Business 
Bitterly Attacked. 


BATTLE IN SENATE DUE. 


Plan Denounced as Unjustifiable 
Interference in Private 
Enterprises. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., June 6.—[Special.]—The 
administration trade commission bill met 
a storm of criticism when it was reported 
to the senate today by the committee on in- 
terstate commerce. The indications are that 
the consideration of this or any other anti- 
trust measure in ihe upper house will pre- 
cipitate one of the most spectacular legisia- 
tive battles of recent times. 

Conservative senators, Democrats as well 
as Republicans, are denouncing the measure 
as dangerous in the extreme. They are pre- 
paring to present on the floor concrete ex- 
amples of the menace to business concerns 
contained in the provision conferring on the 
trade commission power to investigate the 
books and private affairs of corporations at 
any time. These senators contend that the 
commission which the administration bill 
proposes to create would be a ‘“‘ preambling 
nuisance” operating a “business inquisi- 
tion ” unparalleled in the history of free gov-~- 
ernment. a 


Regard Measure as Useless. 

The progressive Republicans and Demo- 
crats contend that few powers of investiga- 
tion are conferred upon the trade commis- 
sion which are not now exercised by the 
bureau of corporations. They complain prin- 
cipally that the measure does not go far 
enough in the direction of regulating mo- 
nopoly. They will endeavor to amend the 
‘bill in the senate so ag to give the commis- 
sion power to regulate holding companies 
and interlocking directorates and to suppress 
unfair trade practices. ' 

The bill reported today proposes a trade 
commission which shall be purely an in- 
vestigating body, with power to advise the 
attorney general and the courts in regard 
to the dissolution of corporations and com- 
binations operating in restraint of trade. 


Provisions of the Bill. 

The provisions of the measure relating to 
the investigation of the affairs of corpora- 
tions follow: ' 

“Section 3. The commission shall have 
power among others— 

“* (A) To investigate from time to time, and 
as often as the commission may deem ad- 
visable, the organization, business, financial 
condition, conduct, practices, and manage- 
ment of any corporation engaged in com- 
merce, and its relation to other corporations 
and to individuals, associations, and part- 
nerships. 

“*(B) To require any corporation subject 
to the provisions of this act which the com- 
mission may designate to furnish to the com- 


tion, business, financial condition, conduct, 
practices, management, and relation to other 
corporations, or to individuals, associations, 
or partnerships, and to require the produc- 


correspondence, contracts, memorandum, or 
other papers relating to or in any way af- 
fecting the commerce in which such corpora- 
tion under inquiry is engaged, or concerning 
its relations to any Individual, association, or 
partnership, and to make copies of the same. 

“(C) To prescribe as near as may be a uni- 
form systern of annual reports from such 
corporations or Classes of corporations sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act, as the com- 
miasion may designate and to fix the time 
for the filing of such reports, and to require 
such reports or any special report to be 
made under oath, or otherwise, in the discre- 
tion of the commission. 


Commission to Aid Courts. 

“(D) To make public, in the discretion of 
the commission, any information obtained 
by it in the exercise of the powers, authority, 
and duties conferred upon it by this act, ex- 
cept so far as may be necessary to protect 
trade processes, names of customers, and 
such other matters as the commission may 
deem not to be of public importance, and to 
make annual and special reports to the con- 
gress and to submit therewith recommenda- 
tions for additional legislation. 

**(E) In any suit in equity brought by or 
under the direction of the attorney general 
as provided in theanti-trust acts, if the court 
finds for the complainant it may, upon its 
own motion or the motion of any party to 
such suit, refer the matter of the form of the 
decree to be entered to the commission as a 
master in chancery; whereupon the commis- 
gion shall proceed in that capacity upon such 
notice to the parties and upon such hearing 
as the court may prescribe, and shall as 
apeedily as practicable make report with its 
findings to the court, which report and find- 
ings having been made and filed shall be 
subject to the judicial procedure established 
for the consideration and disposition of a 
master’s report and findings in equity cases. 


Will Enforce Court Decrees, 

“(F] Wherever a restraining order or an 
interlocutory or final decree has heretofore 
been entered or shall hereafter be entered 
against any defendant or defendants in any 
suit brought by the United States to prevent 
and restrain any violation of the ant!-trust 
acts, the commission shall have power, and 
1 it shall be its duty, upon the application of 
the attorney general, to make investigation 
of the manner in which the order or decree 
has been or is belng carried out, and as to 
whether the same has been or is being vio- 
lated, and what, if any, further order. decree 
or relief isadvisable. It shall transmit to the 
attorney general a report embodying its find- 
ings as a result of any. such investigation 
with such recommendations for further ac- 
tion as it may deem advisable, and the report 
shall be made public in the discretion of the 
com mission. 


Violations to Be Reported. 
“ [G] If the commission believes from its 
inquiries and investigations, instituted upon 
its own initiative or at the suggestion of 
the president, the attorney general, or either 
house of congress that any qpeparatirn, n- 
dividual, association, or partnership ‘has 
violated any law of the United States regu- 
lating commerce, it shall report its findings 
and the evidence in relation thereto to the 
attorney genera! with its recommendations. 
“For the purpose of prosecuting any in- 
vestigation or proceeding authorized by this 
section the commission or its duly authorized 
agent or agents shall at all reasonable times 
have access to for the purpose of examina- 
tion, and the right to copy any documents 
or writings of any corporation being inves- 
tigated or proceeded against.”’ 
Business men throughout the country are 
alarmed by these provisions, which they con- 
tend will place every concern doing an inter- 
state business at the mercy of an instjtu- 
tion which may be controlled by partisan po- 
litical motives. 
Critics of the measure purpose to offer 
amendments designed to deprive the com-" 


mission of arbitrary power.

The enthusiasm which the romance excit- 
ed throughout Germany was not lost sight 
of by the kaiser and his cabinet, nor did they 
forget how important a factor such a mar- 
riage may become in comenting the bond 
between the people and the reigning family. 

Such was the result of the two nonroyal 
marriages in the English royal family, that 
of Queen Victoria's daughter, Louise, to the 


Duke of Argyll and of King George's sister, 
Louise, to the Duke of Fife. 


Throne Not for Oscar. 

Prince Oscar is so far removed from the 
throne as to count little in the succession. 
His four brothers stand before him in the 
direct line and any sons they might have, or 
grandsons even, would be eligible to the 
throne before he would. The crown prince 
already has four little boys, and Prince Au- 
gust William has one. 

His mother, the empress, has been ex- 
tremely fond of Countess Bassewitz and has 


taken the greatest pride in the beauty and | 


style of this, the only lady-imwaiting at her 
court who could be called a beauty or who 
bad taste in dress. In that way the countess 
shone like a brilliant lone star in the firma- 
ment of the German court. 

Her tall figure is unlike the typical Ger- 
man style, while her brunette coloring con- 
trasts with the blonde hair and blue eyes of 
the other ladies of the empress’ household. 
Moreover, she was the only really young 
woman attached to the empress. 


Oscar’s Choice Natural. 

It was the most natural thing in the world 
that Prince Oscar should fall in love with 
the countess, seeing her constantly in his 
mother’s apartments and she being the only 
female near his own age around the palace. 

Countess Ina Marie comes from the house 
of Crown Princess Cecelie, whose brother is 
the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg, and the two 
have much the same charm of vivacity, good 
looks, pleasure in pretty clothes, and in a so- 
ciety life not too much hedged about with 
etiquette. The countess, however, has had 
small chance to be herself asa member of the 
empress’ extremely stiff and conventional 
court. 

Prince Oscar revolted against this more 
than any other of the emperor's children, and 
his friendship with the young countess was 
formed as the two sought the consolation of 
each other’s company in the dreary monot- 
ony of their surroundings. 


Emperor’s Smile Reluctant, 

Although the emperor smiled on the union, 
itis known that he was disappointed andonly 
sanctioned it because the empress insisted. 
Yet it would not be easy for the emperor 
to deny a morganatic marriage to his soa in 
view of the Hohenzollern family record. 

The morganatic marriages of the Hohen- 
zollerns have been numerous and happy. 
Indeed, the whole system of morganatic mar- 
riages has been built up in Germany by the 
Protestant church to preserve the purity of 
the marriage relation and at the same time 
preserve the sanctity of royalty. It takes its 
name from the custom of the royal bride- 
groom conferring a settlement upon his wife 
the morning after the marriage. Thie used 
to be called the ‘“‘ morgengabe "’ (he morning 
gift). 

The bride, who is married by joining her 
right hand to the bridegroom's left hand (asa 
token of the inequality of their stations) 
cannot inherit the estates of her husband or 
receive his royal name. Hence the day after 
the marriage he bestows a new title upon her 
according to the arrangement with the state 
and a financial settlement. 


Bought Off Royal Wife. 

The last king of Prussia to contractia mor- 
ganatic marriage was Frederick Willfam II., 
who succeeded his uncle, Frederi¢k the 
Great, and reigned from 1744 to 1797, and 
who actually bought off his royal wife to 
agree to a separation 80 that he could mor- 
ganatically marry Fraulein von Voss, who 
was maid of honor to the king's dayghter, 
Princess Frederick. The king’s father-in- 
law, the old Duke of Brunswick, arranged 
the whole thing—the separation of his royal 
daughter and then the morganatic marriage 
with her rival. He said it was simply @ mat- 
ter of state. 

Prince Albert of Prusela, brother of Wil- 
liam I., the first emperor of united Germany, 
and therefore the great-uncle of the present 
emperor, divorced his royal wife, a Holland 
princess, to make a morganatic marriage 
with Fraulein von Rauch, a lady of the 
court. William I. warmly supported his 
brother tn his romance and created the wife 
Countess of Hohenau. 


Prince Marries a Dancer. 

In 1850 Prince Adalbert of Prussia, from 
whom the present emperor's third gon gets 
his name, made a morganatic marriage with 
the famous German dancer, Theresa Hisster. 

The queen of England is the granddaugh- 
ter of a German morganatic marriage, her 
grandfather, son of Duke Alexander of Wur- 
temburg, having been created Prince and 
Duke of Teck when he renounced his royal 
rank to make a morgenatic marriage with 
the Polish countess, Claudine Von Rhedy, 

The queen of Spain ie the granddaughter 
of another German morganatic marriage, 
her grandfather, belonging to the royal house 
of Hesse, having been given the title of 
Prince of Battenberg when he, too, renounced 
his royal prerogatives to make a morganatic 
marriage with Countess von Hauke in 1851.

STATE MONOPOLY BILL DIES

Through the proroguing of the reichstag 
by the kaiser, on the eve of the Whitsuntide 
holidays, all bills before the house on which 
action had not been taken automatically 
Among them was the gov~-+. 


ernment’s scheme to create a state monopoly 
in illuminating oil, the confessed object of 
which was the eviction of Mr. Rockefeller 
and all his works from German territory. 
The project, of course, can be brought in 
again when the reichstag assembles for its 
next session in November, but it will have to 
be presented as a new bill, pass through all 
the intricate and tedious committee stages, 
and be thrashed out in detail from A to Z 
before it will be possible under the rules to 
bring the measure to a vote. As the original 
bill has been hanging fire since autumn, 
1912—a matter of nineteen months—there is 
no reason why the Standard Oil company 
“should worry” for at least another year 


céased to exist. 


Government Is Disappointed. 

The fate of the bill, which a good many 
people think has now been buried beyond 
hope of resurrection, is a bitter disappoint- 
ment to the imperial government. 
launched on what it was hoped would prove 
to be an angry sea of national indignation 
over “the robber-baron tactics ”’ of Amer- 
ica’s best hated “ trust.”’ 
scheme thought nothing would be necessary 
to carry it through parliament with a rush 
and a bang except to paint in sufficiently 
lurid colors the iniquities of the Standard. 

Our German friends have as highly a de- 
veloped “trust’’ system as America ever

trust’ is ordinarily sufficient to throw the 
country into a frenzy.

‘Hand of Deutsche Bank Seen. 

It began to dawn on folks who took the 
trouble to investigate that there must be a 
very able bodied colored gentleman some- 
where in the woodpile. And it was not long 
before the bulky outlines of Germany’s great- 
est financial institution, the Deutsche bank, 
loomed up as the motive power behind the 
entire monopoly scheme and as its chief bene- 
ficiary if the schcme should ever become law. 

The Deutsche bank, it appeared, is deeply 
interested in Galician and Roumanian oil 
producing properties, which have never been 
able to secure a profitable foothold in the 
rich German market in competition with the 
aplendid organization of the Standard Oil

The Deutsche bank found that it could not 
market its oil in the Fatherland even with 
the aid of preferential rates on the German 
state railways—a common feature of govern- 
ment aided “ big business,”’ 
merchants and 


where German 
manufacturers find them- 
selves hard pressed by foreign competitors, 
So Herr Arthur von Gwinner, the presiding 
genius of the Deutsche bank, who isa shrewd 
and able financier, conceived the Napoleonic 
idea of making pctroleum a state monopoly 
and forcing out of existence every private | 
corporation trafficking in the commodity. 


Intention of Bill Promoters. 

The intention was, of course, that when 
the monopoly enterprise was on its feet the 
department would patriotically 
patronize German owned oil wells as far as 
possible, buying only such oil as they could 
not supply from the Standard, if it still cared 
to sell to Germany, or from American “ ip- 


But the reichstag, especially the special 
committee to which the bill was referred, 
could not be persuaded that the government 
was quite sure of its reckoning. 
mittee was not at all satisfied with the proofs 
offered by the government—that Is to say, by 
the Deutsche bank—that Germany's enor- 
mous consumption of oil could be fully satis- 
fied if the Standard were shutout. Further- 
more, the committee expressed the gravest 
doubts as to the effect on prices if the state 
monopoly administrators found themselves 
compelled to lead a hand to mouth existence 
as far as supplies are concerned. 

In other words, the reverse side of the medal 
gleamed big in the reichstag’s vision. It said 
to itself: Isn't it a good deal better to leave 
well enough alone—good oil, efficiently de- 
livered at the lowest prices on record—than 
run the imminent risk of short supplies, in- 
ferior quality, and high prices? Aren’t the 
interests of 65,000,000 consumers paramount, 
after all, to the interests of the Deutsche 


Warning for Rockefeller, 
The Berliner Tageblatt, the chief organ 
financial and commercial classes, 
points out that matters may now be worse 
fer the German ojl consumer than if the 
monopoly project had never been born. The 
Tageblatt unreservedly approves the rejec- 
tion of the original bill, “a wholly uncon- 
sidered scheme which would have caused us 
to make a blind leap into the unknown 
depths of state socialism,” but is afraid that 
the Standaré Oil company, feeling * chesty,”’ 
may look upon itself as invulnerable and 
resort to really high handed practices, 
which, it is claimed, the company studiously 

avoided while the bill was pending. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s corporation is “ warned "’ 
against the perils of such a policy. It ig ad- 
jured that the “ sword of Damocles” stil! 
hangs over it and that nothing would se 
quickly convince the reichstag of the neces- 
sity of a state monopoly as “ arrogant ex- 
cesses” on the part of the Standard in this

LONDON, June 6.—A statement made re- 
cently by Sir Walter Egerton, the governor 
of British Guiana, at a meeting of the Royal 
Agricultural and Commercial society in 
Georgetown, the capital, to the effect that 
gold had been discovered on the southern 
frontier of the colony has now been con- 
firmed by news from the Rupununil. 

It appears that two American prospectors, 
Messrs. James and Hart, sent applications 
to Georgetown by the government officer of 
the district for twelve claims b pween the 
head of the River Takutu and theiTucurutu 
mountains, the d. posit being situated in for- 
est country about twenty-five miles from the 
Savannah. 

It is reported that the prospectors expect, 
“judging from the results of preliminary 
trials, to make as much as sixty ounces per 
day with each sluice so soon as they can 
obtain the services of expert spademen. 


Country Scarcely Explored. 

The gold hitherto produced in British 
Guiana has been won from alluvia! areas 
on the Demerara, Essequibo, Potaro, Maza- 
runi, Cuyuni, Puruni, Barima and Marama 
rivera; but scarcely any attempt has been 
made up to now to prospect the real hinter- 
land of the country towards the Brazilian 
frontier, 

The Rupununi not being navigable during 
the dry season beyond Upocari, the route 
from Georgetown to the new field would be 
by steamer to Wismaoc on the Demerara 
river, thence by rail to Rockstone on the Es- 
sequibo, and by steam launch to Potaro 
mouth. From that point the navigation is 
by canoes, and there are chaine of consider- 
able falle and rapids to haul over in the 
ascent of the Rupununi, 

Having treveled ag far as possible up the 
latter river it i#@ necessary to cross the 
Savannah to the Maniri and thence up the 
Takutu from near its junction with the 
Ireng to ita head waters This means a 
long and expensive journey, and would ren- 
der the cost of transporting food almost pro- 
hibitive except in the case of a fairly rich 
deposit. 


Warning for Prospectors. ©

formation from a trustworthy source, in

Second Philippine Article. 

MANILA, May 3.—Dewey’s victory in Ma- 
nila bay in May, 1898, followed by the capture 
of the city of Manila the following August, 
put the United States in the Philippines. 

Ever since there has been more or less of @ 
dispute whether we should remain or not. 
Some maintain it morally wrong for us to 
remain and also to our material disadvan- 
tage; others that while it is morally right, it 
is to our material disadvantage, and still 
others that it is both morally right and to 
our material advantage. 

Those who argue that it is morally wrong 
/to remain give as their primary reason that 
the Filipinos ardently desire independence. 


% Promise of Independence, 

They say that we brought Aguinaldo from 
Hong Kong to the Philippines practically 
under a promise of independence; that he 
raised an army and established a govern- 
ment; that this government was as good asis 
any government south of the Rio Grande. 

Further, they insist that while prior to the 
insurrection the Filipinos could not be re- 
garded as having a distinct nationality, this 
conflict welded them into a united people. In 
| addition, they maintain that the tariff which 
we have enforced is essentially unjust to the 
Filipinos and results in their being exploit- 
ed for the benefit of some of the larger in- 
terests at home. 

Taking up the side of the material disad- 
vantage to the United States of being in the 
Philippines, they say all we possibly could 
need is a coaling station; that Manila never 
can become a trade distributing center, and 
that further occupancy is to our disadvan- 
tage both from a financial and strategical 
point of view. 


See No Filipino People. 

Those who believe it morally right to re 
main in the Philippines base their assump- 
tion on the statement that the Philippines 
are a géographical expression, there being 
no such thing as a Filipino people, language, 
or feeling of common nationality. They 
maintain that if left to their own devices, 
they would soon be quarreling and fighting 
among themselves; that they would afford | 
protection neither to life nor property, and 
that, as a consequence, would soon become 
embroiled with foreign powers to such an 
extent as to lose their independence,

they were and are incapable of advancing

The name of El Dorado has been given to 
the spot. Some fear is expressed last, as the 
news of the discovery spreads, there will 
be a rush of lawless people from the Brazil- 
lan side. Fortunately the British Guiana- 
Brazilian frontier has been rectified by a 
joint commission, so that it is unlikely that 
any international complications will arise, 
such as marked the discovery of gold on the 
Venezuelan frontier. 

The head of the Takutu river is not much 
more than a hundred miles north of the 
equator, and the nearest British post is 
Dadanawa, while the nearest on the Brazii- 
lan side of the border is Fort St. Joaquim. 

The river forms the boundary line for a 
considerable distance, and the district is 
inhabited mainly by Indians of the Macus! 
tribe, who speak a dialect of the Carib 
tongue,

BERLIN, June 6. — Paul Scheerbart, the 
well known writer, prophesies that the 
architecture of the future will be of glass, 
and that the world will be inhabited by 
a happy race living under the good influence 
of sunlight. 

“The houses will be of glass,” he says, 
“with all wood eliminated. The furniture 
will be of wrought fron, and the framework 
of the buildings will be of iron, rust proof, 
while the walls will be of double glass to 
insure warmth, and of many colors, in order 
to baffie inquisitive persons. 

The buildings will be heated by electricity, 
and the walla decorated in Tiffany majolica 
effects. The porch of every home will have 
three sides of glass, and there will be glass 
garden houses, where one may live in the 
sunshine by day and the starlight by night.” 

Herr Scheerbart draws a brilliant word 
picture of a city with stores, churches, and 
public buildings of glass, all lighted in many 
colors. 


MILITANT JAIL DRUG PLOT 
IS EXPOSED BY AN ARREST. 


LONDON, June 6.—For conveying into Hal- 
loway jail letters and drugs to a militant 
suffragist, Grace Roe, a summons was issued 
today against Arthur Barnett, clerk to Mr. 
Marshall, attorney for the Women’s Social 
and Political union. 

The case evoked much interest in view of 
the charges brought by Mrs. Mildred Ella 
Mansell, one of the organizers of the militant 
society, who declared on June 2 that militant 
suffragists were being drugged in order that 
they might be forcibly fed. 

Mrs. Mansell specifically mentioned Grace 
Roe as one of the victims of what she called 
the “ most criminal things the government 
has yet done against women.”

Sixteen years of 
uncertainty has wrought considerable harm, 
and it is time that it was put an end to. 


% What Do Islands Want? 

The first thing to be determined is what 
do the people of the islands really want; sec~- 
ond, have we, by our occupancy, been hold- 
ing them back from obtaining their legiti- 
mate aspirations, or have we been aiding 
*. them? Are they dissatisfied? If so, why, 
~ nd ie the discontent justified? If there is 
discontent, in what way have we been re- 
@ponsible? If there is discontent, is it 
founded on actual abuses which we have pet 
petrated ourselves, permitted others to pér- 
petrate or have failed to correct, or is it due 
merely to our failure to grant independence? 

There undoubtedly is a demand for inde- 
pendence. How much of this is due merely 
to politicians? How much is gincere? Is 
the demand universal, or is there opposition 

which has not been heard because those who 
do not wish independence have been given 
no opportuity to speak or are afraid to do so? 

If the failure to grant independence is the 
only cause of such discontent as may exist, 

the next question is what would be the char- 
acter of government which the Filipinos 
would establish if left to their own devices? 


Is Democracy Their Plan? 

The people of the United States would not 
tolerate other than a democracy which would 
insure justice to all classes. Is this the kind 
of government, the leaders wish to maintain? 
Are enough of the leaders unselfish and 
enough of the people sufficiently enlightened 
to create a public opinion such that class 
oppression would be impossible? Are the 
leaders sufficiently disinterested to accept 
the decision of the polls and retire in favor 
of rivals without stirring up revolts or revo- 
lutions? 

Are the people as a whole sufficiently 
homogeneous, united, and developed to main- 
tain a représentative form of government, 
just courts, fair elections, education, sani- 
tation: to make the necessary internal im- 
provements, to handle the majority of the 
business of the country, to develop their 
own country and demand and support a free 
press? Who are the Fillpipo leaders? What 
are their records, their character, and their 
ideals? 

Our Duty Hypothetical. 

If we find them capable of setting up and 
maintaining a proper government, the con- 
clusion only can be that we have no moral 
right to remain. If we find that independ- 

+ ence would mean a whitened sepulcher, of 
which the glistening outside world be an 
excellent constitution and laws habitually 
ignored, and the rottenness within would 
consist of government of the many by the 
few for the exclusive benefit of that few, 
and carried on by medieval methods, then it 
is our duty to remain. 

The ability to maintain self-government 
against internal forces for disruption is not 
sufficient unless with it goes the ability to 
protect that government from foreign ag- 
gression. If the Filipinos have the ability, 
for the first, are they capable of the sec- 
ond? If they are not able to protect them- 
selves from outside aggression, how is their 
independence to be maintained? Shall we 
abandon them and see our efforts set at 
naught, due to the selfish desires of some 
other great power? Shall we protect them, 
and if so, how? Granting them complete 
independence while at the same time prom- 
ising to protect them from outside aggr¢es- 
sion would mean we could have nothing to 
say about any dispute which they might 
get themselves into, but would be compelied, 
when the time came for war, to assume full 
responsibility for their actions. 


Neutralization Proposed. 

It has been proposed that, this difficulty 
be overcome by neutralizing the islands. Is 
such neutralization possible, and if possible, 
would it accomplish its purpose? That is, 
would it prove efficient protection against 
the needs or desires of some great power 
in time of war? 

If the Filipino is incapable of governing 
himself and of maintaining his independence 
as against outside aggression, and we, asa 
consequence, should keep the islands, what 
relationship are we going to establish be- 
tween ourselves and them? Shall we make 
them a territory, holding ouf to them the 
promise of statehood when they have 
reached such a development that they would 
be able to play their part as a state, or 
shall we institute a new form of relation- 
ship, which, while giving the people of the 
islands when capable of it complete local 
self-government, will at the same time make 
these islands as integral a part of the United 
States as any state of the union? 

These are all pertinent questions, the an- 
swering of which has been delayed too long. 
The time has come when they should be an- 
swered, and in no uncertain terms. 


TURMOIL IN THE BALKANS 
ROILS THIS GERMAN EDITOR, 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, June 6—Dr. L. Leipziger, the 
editor of Roland, expresses the general dis- 
satisfaction of the German press with the 
continued unrest in the Balkans. 

“For two years the cabinets of the powers 
have permitted the indescribable depression 
of the ‘markets and have been unable, even 
for a few weeks, to keep peace in a strip of 
country over which they have been trying to 
exert a somewhat superhuman influence,’ 
says Dr. Leipziger. : 

* How often. before the Balkan war began, 
were we assured that the fight would be 
Incalized! How often were we assured by 
Rome, Vienna, St. Petersburg, and even Ber- 
lin that nothing was changing the European 
position. Yet the unrest continues, with no 
nrospect of abatement. 

* Russia, in the midst of peace, indulges in 
the jest of calling out a miifion reserves for 
maneuvers—a friendly, neighborly demon- 
stration showing oug,love of peace, while it 
continues to exercisettself to show its power. 
Our allies, Austria and Italy, have at last 

. found in Albania something which both so 
desire that they cannot concede it to a third 
party. 

“ Albania’s prince has shown his hand. 
That is unquestionable. The problem now is: 
Who is to own Albania? Vienna says an in- 
dependent Albania is a question of life or 
death for the Austrian monarchy. Rome is 
willing to wait, assured that time alone will 
rid Albania of her prince and allow that prin- 
cipality to fall, like ripe fruit, into Italian 
nands. The mpret himeelf, if he saves his 
skin, will soon be leading a squadron at Pots- 
Gam or Diisseldorf. His adventure has added 
little to the glory or reputation of Germany.”

Poincare May Fall and Russia 
May Quit Alliance as 
Result of Storm. 


SCANDAL IS POTENT FACTOR 


Paris, June 6—Rene Viviani having 
failed in his efforts to form a ministry, 
President Poincare invited Theophile Del- 
casse, former foreign minister, to under- 
take the task. 


The president understands that Germany 
has forgiven M. Delcasse for what was 
supposed to have been his anti-German 
policy while he was foreign minister. 


The German emperor invited M. Del- 
casse to visit him two years ago after 
certain explanations had been made, but 
M. Delcasse felt obliged to decline the 
invitation because he thought a visit to 
Germany by the French minister of marine, 
as he then was, might be misunderstood.

Conditions in France just at this moment 
are of a nature to cause grave concern to 
her many friendsin the United States. Sheis 
in the throes of a cabinet crisis, owing to. 
the resignation of the Doumergue adminis- 
tration last week. 

No matter who becomes premier, he will 
be wholly dominated by Jean Jaures, the So- 
cialist leader, who holds the balance of power 
in the new chamber of deputies. This means 
that the alliance with Russia and the much 
vaunted triple entente are seriously §im- 
periled. 

Then, too, the financial situation of| the 
treasury is alarming, and this, taken in con- 
junction with the uncertainties of the political 
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This husband they claim to have traced and 
to be bringing back from the United States, 
regardless of expense. | . 

Of course, all these stories could be set at 
rest by a plain, straightforward explanation 
cohcerning Mme Poincaré’s antecedents. 
The fact that this explanation is withheld. 
and that even the president’s closest friends 
and most enthusiastic adherents maintain a 
significant silence about the matter is con- 
etrued by the public in an ominous light. 


Caillaux Poincare’s Foe. 

The principal adversary of President Poin- 
caré, his most bitter foe, and the one man 
who has publicly sworn to drive him out of 
office, is ex-Premier Caillaux, whose own 
wife has been committed to trial for the 
murder of Gaston Calmette, editor of the 
Paris Figaro. 

Mme. Caillaux, an extremely ambitious 
woman, was intensely jealous of the posi- 
tion of Mme. Poincaré as la presidente, and 
of the conspicuous role which she was called 
upon to play in that capacity in the welcom- 
ing of foreign sovereigns and royal visitors 
to Paris. Moreover, the evidence which 
President Poincaré was forced to give, on 
commission, at the Elysée, in the Calmette 
murder case, virtually established the fact 
that the crime of Mme. Caillaux was one of 
premeditation. 

From this it will be seen that there is war 
to the knife between Poincaré and Caillaux, 
and as the latter is a multimillionaire, thor- 
oughly unscrupulous, and so influential that 
he was able to secure his reélection to 
the chamber of deputies last month in spite 
of his wife’s murder of Calmette, he con- 
stitutes a dangerous adversary. 


Caillaux-Jaures Alliance. 

Caillaux’s principal source of strength is 
his personal friendship and intimate politi- 
cal alliance with Jean Jaurés. The latter 
was the power behind the throne throughout 
the Combes administration, from 1902 to 
1905, and in a similar manner he has domi- 
nated the Doumergue cabinet ever since it 
took office last December. 

The members of the Doumergue cabinet 


behind him a compact band of seventy So- 
cialists, ready to obey his bidding. In the 
new chamber he commands in the same way 
a party of no less than 102 Socialists, while 
in ninety-nine cases out of every hundred, he 
can rely upon the coéperation and support 
of the so-called Republican Socialists, thirty 
in number. 

That is to say, he has at his disposal 132 
votes. This does not in itself constitute a 
Parliamentary majority, but it enables him 
by swinging it to one side or the other, as he 
Sees fit, to control the balance of power, just 
in the same way that the Irish home rulers 
under John Redmond in the house of com- 
mons have found it possible to exercise a 


outlook in France, the dread of Socialistic 
legislation, and the impending taxation, not 
only of incomes, but also of capital, and even 
of the rentes, or government bonds, is hav- 
ing the effect of driving capital out of the 
country. 

Finally there is looming ominously on the 
horizon a storm which threatens to over- 
whelm the Poincarés, to drive them in the 
near future from the Elysée palace, and to 
plunge the nation Into the turmoil and popu- 
lar unrest of another presidential election. 


Skeletons of the Closet. 
Gambetta, whenever a man was proposed 
to him for political or official preferment, 
used always to ask, ‘‘ Que! est son cadavre?”, 
meaning, “What skeleton is there in hie 
closet ?’’ 

He took the ground that every one had 
something questionable, either in his Own 
antecedents, or in those of his near rela- 
tives, which he feared to have revealed, ani 
that he was certain to be influenced in all his 
activities by the dread of a disclosure, which 
would harm not only himself, and those 
near and dear to him, but also his political 
associates and his party. 

The skeleton in the closet of Presidend 
Grevy was the fact that he had not legalized 
his union with Mme. Grevy, who had been 
his cook, until their only daughter had 
reached womanhood. The skeleton in the 
family of President Faure was the criminal 
record of Mme. Faure’s father, a lawyer con- 
victed of the embezzlement of the funcs of 
his clients, who were reduced thereby toruin. 


Attacks on Mme. Poincare. 

With regard to the skeleton in the family 
of President Poincaré, it is, according to 
some, a little onée, but according to others 
very large, and concerns the antecedents of 
Mme. Poincaré. I would rot refer to the 
matter at all were it not for the fact that 
the Parisian newspapers have now com- 
menced openly to: discuss the maneuvers of 
Poincaré’s political foes to drive him out 
of office and out of political life by assailing 
the early history of his wife, to whom he is 
deeply attached. 

Even those organs of the -press that are 
most friendly to the president and to) his 
policies are expatiating abogt the affair, and 
according to the cable dispatches from 
France the campaign against him, through 
his wife, and the popular belief that he may 
be driven thereby into retirement in the near 
future, is the all absorbing topic of interest 
in official, political, and social circles on the 
banks of the Seine. 

It is impossible to deny that the antece- 
dents of Mme. Poincaré have always been a 
source of uneasiness to the best friends of 
the president and have been regarced as the 
one weak spot in the armor of a strong and 
admirable man. 


President’s Wife a Divorcee, 

To begin with, she is a divorcee, which in 
itself renders her position one of much dif- 
ficulty, especially in connection with the 
relations of the president with those foreign 
sovereigns who bar divorcees from their 
courts. All sorts of stories are current re- 
garding her origin. According to some of 
them she is the daughter of an Italian hack- 
driver. According to others she was orig- 
inally a chambermaid. There are still other 
people who offer proofs that she was an 
Italian vaudeville actress. 

The husband from whom she was divorced, 
with the assistance of Poincaré, who acted 
as lawyer in the case, was a clerk in the 
German embassy. But the president’s foes 
now allege that Mme. Poincaré had pre- 
viously had another husband, in humble cir- 
cumstances, from whom she had never been 
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mastery over Asquith’s Liberal administra- 
tion. 
Why Doumergue Resigned. 
Between the Socialists and the 136 Radicals,

Russia to Break with France? 

The Russian government had given France 
to understand that the three years’ military 
geervice law is an imperative ne cessily, and 
that in the event of its being repealed the 
usefulness of the French alliance to Russia 
will cease. 

Confronted with this danger, Jaurés and 
his Socialists declare themselves to be op- 
posed to the alliance with Russia on the 
ground that there can be no understanding 
between a monarchy of 89 autocratic a type 
as that of the cza_ > with a re Public so radical 
as that of France, whiie Caillaux and his fol- 
luwers favor a better understanding with 
Germany, and fear that the continued close 
enténte with Russia w'?l drag France | 
a war with, the kaiser. 

‘Thus the Caillauxist-Jaurés coalition in the 
new chamber of deputies, constituting the 
only working majority for the cabinet about 
to be formed, means a weakening, if not the 
cestruction, of the Franco-Russian alliance, 
and consequently also of that triple entente 
which serves as a counterpoise of the triple 
alliance in the maintenance of the peace of 
Kurope, and the leaning of France from 
henceforth towards Germany instead of 
towards the land of the czar.

No General English Election 
| .-Until Plural Voters’ Bill 
Has Been Enacted. 


MAKES HOME RULE SAFE: 


BY T. P. O’CONNOR. 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON. June 6.—Whitsuntide has not 
been the usually cheerful English holiday. 
It opened: under the overwhelming shadow 
of the terrible disaster in the St. Lawrence 
river. Grief over the tragedy was universal 
and deep, especially as so many familiar 
and popular English names made realization 
of all its horrors more vivid. 

The Irish of Liverpool were terribly 
stricken, as the. Empress of Ireland was 
the most popular vessel afloat with Liver- 
pool Irish sailors and firemen. Intensity of 
public sympathy reveals itself in the magni- 
tude and promptitude of relief subscriptions. 

Judgment as to the responsibility for the 
collision is held in suspense until the official 
inquiry is had, 


No General Election This Year. 
This tragedy and the spirit of vacation 
give pause {to political ‘activity in Eng- 
land, but Lloyd-George’s fighting speech 
broke in on the truce. Liberals everywhere 
are immensely gratified by the definite de- 
nial of the intention of the government to 
permit a general election this year. 
Rumor tothe contrary has been so repeated 
and widespread that even the Liberals began 
to doubt and the prospect of losing the 
plural voters’ bill, on which the heart of 
the Liberals is set, produced a general de- 
pression in Liberal ranks, now relieved by 
Lloyd-George’s definite and unmistakable 
pledge to continue this parliament until the 
plural voter becomes a thing of the past. 
Home rulers algo are relieved, as the 
Tories now are robbed of their last hope of 
preventing the final stage of the home rule 
struggle and the assembly of the Irish 
parliament by the turmoil and uncertain 
fortunes of an immediate general election. 


Ireland Wild with Joy. 

Political tranquility in England is in re- 
markable contrast with the feverish activ- 
ity in Ireland. The passage of the third 
reading of the home rule bill was celebrated 
all over the country, outside.of Ulster, with 
frenzied outbursts of popular joy. 

Ulster Nationalists loyally suppressed all 
demonstrations in obedience to the strong 
advice of Irish leaders to avoid any excuse 
to Orangemen to precipitate an outbreak of 
violence. This extraordinary self-control 
and discipline helped to maintain the posi- 
tion of stalemate between the government 
and the Orangemen in Ulster. 

Carson's blustering speeches are inter- 
preted as really meant to conceal the impos- 
sible position in which he has been maneu- 
vered by Asquith and Redmond. He has 
now no alternative between accepting such 
an amending bill as Asquith and Redmond 
will offer or taking the tragic and, indeed, 
impossible responsibility of raising a rebel- 
lion. 


Carson Knows He’s Beaten. 

Carson knows that with the home rule 
bill now safe Asquith’s hands are free to 
suppress, if necessary, any rebellion in a 
few hours and Lioyd-George’s last pro- 
nouncement removes the final hope of Car- 
son that Asquith can be bullied into any 
weakness such as a general election. 

But the most momentous development of 
Whitsuntide in Ireland is the new departure 
of the Nationalist volunteer movement. With- 
out any official announcement or official 
action the Irish leaders have signified their 
approval of the movement. 

This final approval removed the last ob- 
stacle to the spread of the movement, as 
unquestioning confidence in Redmond's lead- 
ership held back many thousands until his 
attitude was known, lest the movement 
should in any way embarrass him and his 
colleagues, whose statesmanship had _ so 
splendidly vindicated itself. 


Factor to Reckon With. 

In the present unassailable position of 
the home rule bill Redmond’s final blessing 
of the volunteer movement has given it an 
extraordinary impetus and literally thou- 
sands now daily join theranks. All politics, 
British as well as Irish, now are confronted 
with another and most formidable factor in 
the solution of the Irish problem. 

It is significant of the spirit of this new 
factor that the Nationalists now demand, 
vehemently, the withdrawal of the proclama- 
tion against the importation of arms, though 
this measure originally was intended against 
Orangemen. 


AUTOMATIC PHOTOGRAPHY AS 
TRAP FOR SAFE ROBBERS. 


BERLIN, June 6.—Automatic photography 
of safe robbers at work is declared to have 
been perfected by a German inventor. The 
invention is based upon the oscillations of 
quicksilver, by means of which an electrical] 
contact is made. 

The slightest concussion or tampering with 
the safe or wires will prove sufficient to 
complete the circuit and put the hidden cam- 
era in operation. At the same time the de- 
vice sets off a flood of light for the picture 
taking and starts the burglar alarms ring- 
ing.

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Calls Carranza Friend of the People; 


‘American Woman Describes Revolutionist. | 


This is the fourth of a series of arti- 
cles for The Tribune by an- American 
woman who has been a resident of 
Mexico most of her life and has an 
intimate knowledge of Mexico, its poli- 
tics and people. Succeeding articles 
will appear from time to time as re- 
ceived.

ERA CRUZ, May 30.—Venustiano Car- 
V ranza is the head of the present revolu- 
tion. Some say he is only a figurehead, but 
when he rose up in arms many other people 
also were in revolt, and many men as prom- 
inently known as Carranza were allied with 
the rebellion, and today Carranza is the rec- 
ognized head of the revolutionary movement 
in Mexico, 

He is 54 years of age and well educated. 
He studied in Mexico for a professional ca- 
reer. The Mexicans have compared him to 
Washington because of his severe habits and 
austere manners and also because of his 
custom of throwing his lot with his men, not 
only in camp but at ali times. 

When governor of the state of Coahuila he 
allowed none of his own family to hold office 
under him, even going so far as to discha' ge @ 
young man employed in the telegraph office 
who was a distant connection of his family. 

so 

The idea that Carranza was made governor 
by President Madero and not by the people 
of the state is.a mistaken one. In Porfirio 
Diaz’s time Carranza had trouble with that 
distinguished despot because Carranza was 
a popular candidate of the state. Carranza 8 
father was colonel in the war against Maxi- 
milian and fought right through Benito 
Juarez, not only giving military aid but pe- 
cunlary assistance. 

Carranza can ride as far and as hard as 
any man in hisarmy. He isa polished gen- 
tleman and thoroughly cosmopolitan, but 
the people in the north tell you only of his 
big heart and intense desire to help the In- 
dians and the poorer working classes. 

He wishes, like many others who are work- 
ing with him, to better the conditions in 
Mexico if it is humanly possible. Maybe 
they will be able to do it. The people are 
woefully behind and perhaps are incapable 
of self-government and must be helped in 
spite of themselves; for to them government 
has meant only oppression for years. 
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They have no idea that a government 
means to be kind or just. Democratic gov- 
ernment to them means license, and a man 
really to control the people of Mexico must 
not only be kind but very strong and very 
just. Not too soft any more than too hard, 
but really, truly just. 

Carranza and his followers have many 4@ 
problem to settle and may not be able to 
do it. But the signs are favorable, and see- 
ing that in a year they have been able to 
capture and hold most of Mexico, now that 
they are nearing the completion of their 
work, the deposing of Huerta, they should 
be given a trial at feast. 

Whether they will succeed or not is an 


entirely different matter and impossible for 
any one to foretell. Carranza said at the 
time of Madero’s death that he could do lit- 
tle to forestall Huerta, but he would gladly 
die trying and feel that he had done the 
best possible thing for his country in fight- 
ing Huerta. 

Carranza has always been popular and 
influential; first as mayor and then as dep- 
uty to the state legislature, governor, after- 
ward senator in the congress of the union. 
His influence has been far-reaching. 

“If strength helps, honesty convinces,” is 
a phrase I have often heard Mexicans use in 
speaking of Carranza. ; 

“His Jabor with all social classes has 
helped to form and fortify his moral facul- 
ties, molding a character which has for a 
base energy and honesty and which is 
crowned by generosity and justice " was 
the reply of a Mexican friend when I asked 
about the revolutionary leader. 

They. also speak of Carranza's penetration 
and quick judgment of men. If any men of 
Mexico can govern they. will be men from the 
north. The hope of Mexico lies in the fron- 
tier states. The men in the north, by reason 
of being on the border and coming into con- 
tact with Americans, are entirely different 
from the more hunted people of the south. 
The latter, in an enormous majority, are ai- 
mst uncivilized and must be taught every- 
thing before they become capable of self- 
government. 
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Another one of Carranza’s fine qualities is 
his independent spirit and his aversion to 
servitude in any form for any people. Many 
speak of him as a man with few typical Mex- 
ican characteristics. Personally I do not 
know him and wish T did, as I should like to 
be able to give an unprejudiced idea of him, 
which is almost imposseble if one cannot 
speak from personal knowledge. 

I never heard any one who knew Carranza 
speak ill of him, and as he must have his 
bad points, it is a pity not to be able to give 
them. Many men, however. who have known 
him agree on his honesty, energy, generosity, 
and sincerity. His simple habits and austere 
manner of living give rise to many jokes 
among the aristocrats of Mexico. 

Carranza is the head of the Constitutional- 
ists. How much this title is worth can only 
be determined by trial. Carranza hasfought 
much as Angeles has done, but with a new 
idea of reform, but against military dictator- 
ship as embodied by Huerta. No new con- 
stitution has been mentioned nor any great 
new plan. They are al! fighting for theright 
to Hve under their lawful constitution and 
to depose the men who are subjecting the 
country to military despotism and tyranny.

That he will be as forbearing as Madero 
was, no one believes and he should not be. 
The Mexicans do need a strong hand to rule 
them. What is unnecessary is barbarity, 
cruelty, and constant menace. 

Now if no one interferes it is up to Car- 
ranza to settle Mexico. There is this: The 
United States can always settle it. Carranza 
has only one chance and he ought to be given 
it, seeing that the honor of a nation and the 
independence of a people are at stake. We 
can surely find some way of paying all in- 
ternational obligations without destroying 
the national entity of our nearest neighbor.

BIRTHPLACE OF ROB ROY 
SAVED BY SCOTTISH LORDS. 


GLASGOW, June 6.—The birthplace of Rob 
Roy, the Highland freebooter, the place 
where he died, and his grave have been saved 
by a decision of the house of lords denying 
the city of Glasgow a right to draw a water 
supply from Loch Voil and Loch Doine. 

If Glasgow’s request had been granted it 
would have been necessary, since these lakes 
are a part of the eastern watershed, to raise 
the level of the lakes some fifty feet, which 
would have submerged the Rob Roy land- 
marks. 

These sentimental considerations were lald 
before the house of lords in petition after 
petition, but the decision of that body, sitting 
in its judicial capacity, was not based upon 
any of these points. The ancient riparian 
regulations read that water from an <astern 
watershed shall not be diverted to western 
uses, and it was decided that Glasgow must 
forego its water supply for the reason that 
the cityis on the wrong side of the watershed.

LONDON, May °20.—In the year that has 
passed since last Empire day there has been 
little to attract the attention of those who 


look for sensational developments in the re- 
istions of Great Pr-tain and the dominions. 
It has been, on the whole, a year of quiet. 

+ here have, of course, been troubles in 
yarious parts of the dominrions—troubles 
ghich in some cases have been exceedingly 

; grave. Nor have the relations between the 
imperial and dominion governmenis been 
‘gontinuously free from ali friction. But it 
gan be said that these are relatively minor 
blots on the record of the year. 

Rhodesia takes price of placeinthis year's 
Empire day edition. In her case the advance 
made since we last wrote has been very no- 
ticeable. The directors of the British South | 
Africa company have developed their policy 
of keeping in the closest touch with the peo- 
ple of the territory. 


To Introduce White Immigrants. 
The chairman of the company, Sir Starr 
Jameson, and other directors have visited 
Rhodesia during the year. They have laid 
before its people an important scheme for the 
closer settlement of the land, the introduc- 
tion of white immigrants, and the develop- 


- © ment of local production ona large scale. 


The year 1014 is a critical year for south- 
ern Rhodesia. On Oct. 29 the power of the 


“crown to revise the charter of the British 


"South Africa company in certain respects 
will become operative. The elections for the 


> 


“new legislative council, which took place in 


‘March, gave an opportunity to the opponents 
of the company to test the feeling of the elec- 
torate on this point. 

The result was an overwhelming victory 
for those who believe that the continuance 
of charter administration is in the bestinter- 


* ests of southern Rhodesia. But this does not 


mean that the new legislative council—which 
for the first time contains twelve elected, as 
compared with six nominated, members—is 
wholly composed of men who are unthinking 
adherents of the company. 


Want Self-Government. 

On the contrary, the new council contains 
men who have been severe critics of its ad- 
ministration in the past—men who look for- 
ward to the day when southern Rhodesia will 
become a self-governing colony. Meanwhile, 
they are prepared to codperate with the com- 
pany in working for the best interests of the 
territory. The imperial government, too, has 
recenily taken a more critical view of its re- 
lations with the chartered company. It has 
intervened in the question of the right of the 
company to the ownership of unallenated 
land. 

On Mr. Harcourt's suggestion th!s question 
is to be referred to the judicial committee of 
the privy council for decision. There is some 
possibility that, until the decision is given,the 
legislative counc!!, which has celreaciy passed 
the second reading of the land settlement or- 
Cinance, may think it inadvisable to proceed 
further with the measure. 


Troubled Year in South Africa. 

South Africa has had atroubled year. The 
strikes of July, 1913, and January, 1914, were 
far more than mere industrial disturbances. 
The government held its own only by tne 
proclamation cf martial law at the second 
outbreak. It then ceported nine of the most 
prominent strike leaders, a step which seems 
to have caused a violent popular reaction in 
favor of the labor party. 

New Zealand and Australia have also been 
subjected to serious industrial troubles. The 
Strike in New Zealand had remarkable points 
of similarity to thet in South Africa. In 
both cases the movement was a deliberate 
and organized attempt by the leaders of 
labor organizations to break the control of 
‘constituted authority. In both cases it was 
temporarily successful. In both cases it 
broke at last against the forces of the farm- 


_ ting population mobilized at the call of the 


government. 

In Australia the activities of organized 
labor have taken a differcnt form. The labor 
Prime minister of New South Wales, re- 
elected by an unexpectedly large majority, 
has found himself compelied to resist the 
dictation of the labor caucus. 


New Spirit of Labor. 

Tn all these instances the new spirit which 
inspires labor movements in the dominions 
is clearly shown. There is widespread dis- 
trust of the efficacy of industrial legislation. 
The influence of the older labor leaders is 
More and more threatened by competitors 
‘Who preach the gospel of “ direct action.” 

And our correspondents in Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa are at one in 
pointing out that this type of labor leader 
is the product of an international organiza- 


/ tion which seems to be rapidly gaining in 


| efficiency and enterprise.

The general eléec- 
tion, which took place within a wetk of the 
publication of last year’s Empire day edi- 
tion, gave the Liberal party a majority of 
one over the Labor party in the lower house 
of the commonwealth parliament, but in- 
creased the Labor miajority in the upper 
house. 


Schemes of Land Defense. 

The progress made in Australia, New Zra- 
land, and South Africa in the development 
of their respective schemes of land defense 
is one of the most remarkable imperial 
events of the last year. In South Africa the 
new citizen defense force was put to a sud- 
den test by the proclamation of martial law 
in January. The speed and efficiency of its 
mobolization surprised even those who had 
had the highest hopes of its ultimate value 
to the union. 

In matters of naval defense the position is 
less satisfactory. The government of Can- 
ada dec'ded early in 1914 not to subject the 
naval aid bill to the test of another per- 
llamentary session of acute political dis- 
sension, with the certainty or rejection by 
the serate as the only possible result. In 
Australia and New Zealand there has been 
a good deal of dissatisfaction at the failure 
of the acmiralty to carry out the agreement 
of 1%. 

During the year Mr. Allen, the New Zea- 
land minister of defense, visited Great Brit- 
ain and had frequent consultations with 
our naval authorities. Since his return the 
government of the dominion |has pda-ssed 


through parliament an act providing for ! 


the training of New Zealanders for naval 
service. But the whole question of naval 
defense in the Pacilic is atthe momentina 
state of uncertainty, and both Australia and 
New Zealand are anxious that it should be 
discussed at a special conference to be held 
as soon as possible. 


India an Anxious Problem. 

The pesition of India in the empire must 
always be fruitful of anxious probleme for 
British statesmen. The Indian c.sturbances 
in Natal, the resistance of Canada to the 
immigration of Asiatics, ard the isolation 
of Austraiia and New Zealand in the Pacific 
have all had their influence dur.ng the last 
year upon'imperial policy. The future is 
not likely to relieve this tension, All the 
more reason for the greatest carein adjusting 
the system of British rule tn Indie to every 
need of its vast population. 

There is, however, quite as much need for 
constant adjustment of the imperial system 
to suit the changing conditions of the Brit- 
ish peoples, at home and®over sea. The m- 
perial government is peculiarly responsible 
in this respect. The interim reports issued by 
ti« ccominions commission upon its visits to 
Australia and New Zealand have been singu- 
larly instructive from this point of view. 


Dominion People Ignored? 

No cne can read the evidence given before 
the dominions commission in Australia and 
New Zealand without realizing that the peo- 
ple of the dominicrs are too often allowed to 
feel that insufficient atiention is paid totheir 
cpinions and their point of view by those who 


are in authority im Great Britain. 

The question of an “ all-red "’ cable route is 
an exceilent fllustration. The desire of the 
people of Australia and New Zealand for @ 
cable entirely under British control may be, 
in the main, a sentimental desire. Experts 
in the service of the imperial government 
may think that the construction of such a 
cable would not be a sound financlaid proposti- 
ticn. The threatened competition of wire- 
less telegraphy may add to these doubts and 
be an additional obstacle to the approval of 
the scheme. 

But the fact remains that the people of 
Australia and New Zealand are its strong 
advocates. They are not deterred by the 
prospect of financialiloss, thinking this wel 
spent if the imperial benefits of the scheme 
can be secured. And they are apt to become 
impatient and irritable when they are told— 
in what sometimes seem to them to be tones 
of almost offensive superiority—that their 
ideas are absurd and that they might as well 
stop trying to get them put into practice. 

It is, to say the least, unfortunate that the 
imperial government should so often have 
to appear to thwart the wishes of one or 
other of the dominions on these relatively 
minor points. The magazine rate of postage 
to Canada is another instance, though we 
have no space to enlarge on it here. 

If it were necessary to point the mora! 
of the last year of empire, that moral would 
be the increasing necessity for the imperial 
government to act as guide, philosopher, and 
—above all—friend in the slow but Inevitable

LONDON, May 26.—Much has been done 
in the last few decades to effect economies 
in the cost of making iron and steel by turn- 
ing to useful account the heat and various 
products formed in the course of the manu- 
facture. 

For example, the metallurgical coke em- 
ployed for firing blast furnaces is being 
made to an increasing extent in by-product 
coke ovens, which permit the recovery of 
many useful substances, such as sulphate 
of ammonia and benzol, which are lost in the 
old beehive ovens. Large amounts of fuel 
are now saved by utilizing the gases gen- 
erated in the blast furnaces themselves for 
heating the blast or for producing power 
through the agency of gas engines or gas 
fired steam boilers. 


Enormous Waste of Heat. 

But there still remain many sources of 
waste which affcrd a wide scope for the inge- 
nuity of the iretallurgist. and one of them is 
the heat which is dissipated with the slaga 
that accompany the manufacture of pigiror. 


been estimated to amount to over 200,000,000 
tons, and if their temperature is taken at 
1,500 degrees Centigrade it will be realized 
that the quantity of heat they contain is 
enormous; but whether they are accumulat- 
ed in heaps near the works and allowed to 
cool naturally, or whether, as is the case to 
some extent, they are granulated by being 
cooled with sprays of water or jets of air for 
use in making cement and bricks, their heat 
is equally wasted. 

Efforts were made a good many years ago 
by the late Sir Lowthian Bell to find a way of 
saving this heat, but the state of engineering 
achievement.in his time did not permita sat- 
isfactory solution of the problem, and in 
fact it is the development of the low pressure 
‘steam turbine that has now enabled greater 
success to be obtained at his works at Mid- 
dlesbrough. 


te Success for Experiments, 

+ The experiments have been in progress at 
the Ciarence works of Messrs. Bell Brothers 
for some years, the patents being in the 
hands of the Slag Power company, In which 
they hold half the shares. The first idea 
was to drop the molten slag as it comes 
from the blast furnaces into water, and 
use the steam thus produced ina low pres- 
sure turbine. But various troubles attended 
this simple plan. Along with the steam con- 
siderable quantities of hydrogen and sul- 
phuretted hydrogen were produced, and 
these gave rise to difficulties in connection 
with obtaining the high vacuum necessary to 
the efficient working of the turbine. 

These difficulties were overcome, but a 
further one remained in the fact that a 
quantity of fine sulphur was also produced, 
and this it was found impossible to eliminate 
from the steam. Yet if it had not been re- 
moved it would have damaged the blades 
of the turbine with which it came into con- 


= 


tact, and would 
passages. 

Another difficulty wits caused by the fact 
that the hot blast furnace slag when thrown 
into water froths up into a foamliike sub- 
Stance, which floats, and means had to be 
devised for submerging it and for removing 
it from the water. 


Construction of Plant. 

Instead of attempting to use directly in 
the turbine the dirty steam generated by the 
contact of the slag with the water, the plan 
finally adopted was to employ it indirectly 
for generating clean steam by means of a 
heat exchanger, the particular form adopted 
being a Kestner single effect climbing film 
evaporator. 

The hot slag is run direct from the blast 
furnace into the primary generator, in which 
an upright shaft with four blades revolves, 
keeping the water in constant rotation. 
When the slag drops through the orifice the 
velocity of its fall carries it well below the 
lip, and before it rises to the surface it is 
swept by the moving water past the orifice 
and inside the seal. 

An elevator then lifts it from the generator 
and drops it through a second seal; by this 
time it is waterlogged and sinks, and it is 
then collected by a second elevator, which 
drops it into railway trucks for removal. 
The dirty steam passes from the generator 
to the evaporator, where it is used to pro- 
duce clean steam, which is employed in the 
turbine. In the case of copper slag the sec- 
ond elevator is not required, since the slag 
does not float in water, but immediately 
sinks.

Colombia Reports Success: of 
the Putumayo Missien 
in South America. 


WILDERNESS CITIES BUILT. 


Che MEE Cimes 


LONDON, May 27.—We have received from 
the Colombian legation the first report of the 
special commissioner of the Putumayo, whose 
jurisdiction over a portion of the transandine 
territory of the Caqueta was established by 
presidential decree of March 7, 1912. 

The progress made by the new administra- 
tion, remarkable in view of the short time 
it has been at work and the smallness of the 
means at its disposal, the commissioner, 
Gen. Escandon, ascribes mainly to the self- 
sacrificing labors of the Catholic missions 
aries. 5 

As for the civil authority, its main task 
has been to introduce order into a territory 
which “a short while ago was the asylum 
of great criminals, whose deeds, for lack of 
energetic authority, remained unpunished "; 
and in this respect the commissioner is able 
to report a satisfactory change. 


Capuchin Road Makers. 

Annexed to the report of the commissioner 
is that of Padre Fraz Fidel de Montclar, pre-e 
fect apostolic of the Caqueté and Putumayo, 
which is a document of great interest. At 
the outset the most reverend father explains 
that, in order to accomplish the spiritual 
work assigned to the mission by the.holy see, 
it was absolutely necessary to undertake 
certain material works, if only to make the 
field of labor accessible. 

The account given of these works is cere 
tainly remarkable. “* Missionaries,” he says, 
“*had to be transformed into sappere and 
priests into engineers.”” The most striking 
result of this metamorphosis has been the 
making of a good mule road, some eighty 
miles long, m Padsto, the capital of the 
province of Narifio, across the Andes to the 
old penal setflement of Mocoa, on the edge 
of the Amazén forests, and beyond. 

In the course of this work it was neces- 
sary “‘to cress the highest Cordillera, to 
skirt giddy precipices, to pass over frozen 
regions, and to drain profound morasses "’; 
all of which, says the most reverend father,

soundness of this feat of clerical engineer« 
ing.

EARL GREY HEAVY LOSER. 


LONDON, June 6.—Chaplin, Milne, 
fell & Co., Limited, the well known 
merchants and bankers in 6 Princes st 
suspended today. 

The company wae registered in 1899 to take 
over the business of Morton, Chaplin & Co., 
formerly Morton, Rose & Co. Its autho d 
capital is $1,750,000. 

The firm is an old established one, with 
high reputation and excellent family connec-

tions. It conducted general and private 
banking and a company for promoting busi- 
ness, The directors include Ernest Chaplin, 
G. Grinel] Milne, and R. W. Skipwith. 


- Wdability Reaches $5,000,000, 

The liabilities, it is supposed, amount to 
$5,000,000, 

The failure is believed to be the result of 
large operations in Grand Trunk by Arthur 
Morton Grenfell, who was formerly a mem- 
ber of the firm and whose dealings recently 
have been the subject of much gossip. It is 
seid several Canadian and other companies 
wherein he was imterested are involved. 
Earl Grey, whose daughter was Grenfell's 
first wife, is reported among the heavy 
losers. 

Powerful banking and other interests have 
been working for some weeks to reéstablish 
Grenfell's affairs in the interest of the many 
stockholders of the companies he controlled. 
The firm recently issued a notice that Gren- 
fell had not been connected therewith since 
Feb. 17. 


Other Concerns to Rescue. 

The affairs of the bank were largely in- 
volved with those of the Canadian Agency, 
limited, which ts controlled by Arthur Gren- 
fell. He and the Canadian Agency had been 
engaged in a campaign for the purchase of 
a controlling Interest in the Grand Trunk 
railway, but when those securities depre- 
ciated the obligations he had created by the 
purchase of large quantities of them were 
taken over by a strong group of financial 
houses in order to protect the many stock ex- 
change firms involved. 

The bank's losses through loans to Grenfell 
and withdrawals of business subsequent on 
his operations caused the bank to suspend. 
It is believed, however, to be entirely 
solvent, but time will be required to liquidate 
the assets in order that depositors may be 
paid. 

Arthur Grenfell recently formed a syndi- 
cate for the purchase of a controlling interest 
in the General Petroleum company of Cali- 
fornia and Earl Grey has been visiting Cali- 
fornia in connection with the negotiations. 
Grenfell is retiring from the transaction, 
which will now be carried through by other 
members of the group. 


SURPRISE IN NEW YORK.

Chaplin, Milne, Grenfell & Co. excited some 
| surpise in this market, private assurances 
having been received here a fortnight ago, 
when Arthur Grenfell’s embarrassment be- 
came generally known, that the firm was not 
involved.

NDER the presidency of Lord Chelms- 
ford, an international congress is just 
now in session at the foreign office in 
London, in which the United States is 
not represented, and to which it has 

not been invited. This is not due to any 
unfriendly discrimination, but to the fact 
that only those powers have been asked to 
send delegates which have territorial pos- 
sessions in Africa—nameély: France, Italy, 
Germany, Portugal, Belgium, and Spain. 

The object of the congress is to secure 
united action by the powers concerned for the 
protection of elephants and rhinoceri. In 
British East Africa the regulations dealing 
with the shooting of big game are strict. 
Neither elephants nor rhinoceri may be shot 
or trapped without a license 

These licenses are obtained with difficulty, 
and in them the number of elephants and 
rhinocerl which the recipient of the docu- 
ment is entitled to kill is set down in black 
and white. Violation of these game laws is 
severely punished 


~~ 
The game wardens and their assistants 
have’ earned the reputation of never tetting 
up on their human quarry when they are out 
after a poacher. The game laws in Belgian 
Congoland and Central Africa are equally 
severe, but less rigorously enforced, while 
In Portuguese West and East Africa, in the 
Germem portions of the dark continent, and 
in those belonging to France little or no 
attempt is made to preserve game, 
England realizes that the efficiency of its 
regulations for the protection of elephants 
and rhinoceri is impaired as long as there is 
no proper protection for these species of big 
game in the adjacent territories, and alarmed 
at the rapid diminution “of both elephants 
and rhinoceri, the Engfish hope by means 
of the congresa@ now in session to devise some 
international means to prevent their becom- 
ing wholly extinct. Their preservation is 
indeed imperative, not only from zodlogical 
and sporting points of view, but likewise on 


economic grounds, for they are virtually the ; 


sole producers of ivory.

Fortunately the widowed Mrs. Ferris &. 
Thompeon is only an American by her first 
marriage to the late Ferris 8S. Thompson of 
New York, and is a French woman by birth, 
being the daughter of a Col. Graseet of the 
French army. Consequently, her impending 
marriage to Henry de Galard de Bearn, 
Comte de Brassac, son-in-law of the late 
Ross R. Winans of Baltimore, ie not likely to 
lead to any revival of the popular criticisms 
of the acquisition by American women 
through marriage of nobillary titles the 
validity of which is open to question.

Thompson consists of several millions of 
good American dollars, inherited from her 
first husband. But as I have pointed out, she 
is, although an American woman just at 
present in the eyes of the law, to all intents 
and purposes a Frenchwoman, and has never 
lived on this side of the Atlantia 


Her fiancé is well xadwe in Americe, asa 
former secretary of the French embaseay at 
Washington, as the husband of the late Bea- 
trice Winans, whom he married in 1905, and 
as either the plaintiff or the defendant ina 
number of lawsuits in the United States, 
some of which were brought by him against 
his father-in-law, Ross Winans, and after 
the latter's death against the trustees of 
the Winans estate for the purpose of obtain- 
ing more money than he had received, while 
the others were brouhgt against him by his 
creditors, who included his three brothers, 
Pierre, Francois and Odon, es well as the 
Parisian jeweler, Chaumet, some of the 


} claims being for money loaned to him forthe 


purpose of enabling him to press his suit for 
the hand of Miss Winane.

gord died without male iasue, the daughter of 
the younger of the two, Cecile by name, be- 
coming the wife of Gasten de Galard de 
Bearn, Comte de Brassac. The princely title 
of Chalais, being a French honor, thereupon 
went, according to French Jaw, to the head 
of the younger branch of the house of Tal- 
leyrand-Perigord, the late Duke Louis de 
Talleyrané et de Perigord, and in the issuce 
of the Almanach de Gotha of 1884, 1885, etc., 
he ia described as being also Prince de Cha- 
fais.

Chicago finished third with 
20% units, and Wisconsin was fourth with 
19%. Of the twenty-six institutions repre- 
sented, twenty-one broke Into the point col- 
umn. Two big nine records were broken ané 
one equaled. 


Handicapped by Wind. 

To Fred Henderson of Lllinois and Robert 
Wahl of Wisconsin went the honors of es- 
tablishing new marks. The Orange and Blue 
quartet of relay runners equaled the mile 


in the 1910 games. Because of the strong 
wind which blew down the stretch the ath- 
letes were unable to shatter other records, 
although some barely escaped being tied. 

The lion’s share of individual honors fell 
to Henderson, who carried the Orange and 
Blue of Illinois to victory in the quarter and 
half mile runs and who ran a great race for 
his team in the relay. Not content with 
winning the 880 yard run, his second vio- 
tory, the downstater established a new mark 
of 1:55 3-5, which bettered the former reoe= 
ord of 1:56 3-5, held by Ira Davenport of Chie 
cago. 


High Jump Record Smashed. 

After he had won the running high jump 
with a clean leap of 5 feet 11 inches, Wahl of 
Wisconsin then had the option of three 
trials to establish a new record. The bar 
was set at 6 feet 2 inches, and the Badger 
cleared it neatly. The height them was 
measured, and Wahl’s actual jump was 6 
feet 1% inches, which was better than the 
former mark of 6 feet % inch, made by W. 
French of Kansas in 1910. 

J. L. Bingham of Denver university and 
Henderson of Illinois were tied for indi- 
vidual honors with 10 points each. The 
westerner won the discus and hammer 
throws. Several athletes scored 8 points, 
including Barancik of Chicago, who finished 
second in the century and won the furlong.

His first son, James the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, was the child of Lucy Walters, a 
lovely but only half witted Welsh girl, daugb- 
ter of a clergyinan. James Crofts, as he was 
called before the patents ror later titles were 
given him, was brought up as a spoiled young: 
ster, both at the court of Charles and of 
Louis XIV. In 1863 he married Anne, 
countess and afterwards Duchess of Buc- 
cleuch, a dukedom which Charles bestowed on 
both on the day of the marriage. 

James later rebelled and conspired against 
his father, and was executed in 1685, but al- 
though his title of Duke of Monmouth was 
forfeited, the other dukedom went down to 
his son, Francis, the second duke, aed has 
remained in direct inheritance to the pres 
ent Duke of Buccleuch today. 

* 

Direct Heirs to the Ducal House. 

From this marriage of Anne and James 
Crofts were born six children, and to men- 
tion even the more important of their de 
scendants would take more time and space 
than’ newspaper exigencies permit, 

There are, of course, the direct heirs to 
the ducal house, the Earl of Dalkeith and 
his son, Lord Whitchester. Then there are 
the earldoms of Home, of Courtown, and of 
Romney, and the title which take higher pre- 
cedence in the roll call of the peerage, the 
Marquees of Lothian and the beautiful 
Marchioness of Strafford, and consequent!y 
the heirs to the title. 

Then come the Viscountesses Coke and 
Katharine Hampden, Baron Clintoa, Lady 
Constance Cairns, Lady Montagu, Lady Ar- 
dee, Lady Stafford, and scores more. 

Lucy Walters, the ancestress of the Duke 
of Buecleuch, never played more than a mo- 
mentary part in the life and amours of 
Charles—scarcely as much as Peg Hughes or 
Mary Davis, two noted actresses of the pe- 
riod, whose children were afterwards made 
countesses and duchesses and married to some 
of the finest catches in Engand. 

But the one woman who played the most 
important role in Charles’ life was the beau- 
tiful Nell Gwynne, whose laughing impu- 
dence, whole hearted kindness, and nafve 
eternal childlikeness won her the affection of 
the whole English people, even when they 
were groaning under the burden of Louise de 
Querouailles’ intrigues and extravagance. 

Nell Gwynne was from the beginning of 
her life to the end a “child of the people.” 
She never affected the graces and styles of 
the courtesans or the society women, and 
though her language smacked#-often of the 
gutter rather.than the drawing room, there 
was not a wit in London nor a writer of that 
brilliant court who did not relish a talk with 
her. She loved Charles for himsel., She 
never concerned herself with political mat- 
ters, nor tried to bring about her own ad- 
vancement. She spent money—yes, but only 
as it was showered upon her, and it was only 
the ridiculous ambition and pretensions of the 
Duchess of Cleveland that made NeW desire 
a title for ler son. 

x * 
Never Ambitious for Herself. 

She never asked one for herself, though a 
little while before the king’s death he was 
drawing up a patent to make her a countess, 
much against the wishes of the nobility, whe 
though they liked her, thought it an insult 
to admit her to the rank of the other mis- 
tresses who were of noble blood. 

When three of Charles’ other children had 
been given titles anti Nell had asked for one 
in vain, she affectionately called to her little 
son when the king was playing with him one 
day: “Come here, you little bastard,” and 
with a look of feigned apology she said sadly 
to the king: “I know not by what other 
title to call him since he has no name.” 

The king was angry, but could not show 
it, and the next day the patent was made 
out for Charles Beauclerk, Duke of St. Al- 
bans, and Nell was happy. 

Nell never made any attempt at learning, 
and never feigned to be wha she was not. 
Her letters to the King and to her friends 
are naive confessions of ignorance, marvels 
of wrong spelling and glowing testimonials 
of her good heart. 

They abound in the sng of the time and 
in outspoken profanity Nel: never hesitate] 
to speak her mind out according to the good 
old Anglo-Saxon vocavulary. But there was 
scareely a man or woman in England, who did 
not laugh at Nell Gwynne’s jests, even if they 
did not approve of her morals. Her eyes 
were as blue as hmrebells—according to the 
description we have of her—and her skin as 
fair and soft as a child's. Her lips were 
tremulously full and a deep dark red, and her 
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est a mob gathered one day around the car 
riage of the king, in which Louise was sup- 
posed to be riding. A few stones struck the 
glass, and from between the eurtains ap- 
peared Nell’s impudent, laughing face, an4 
she cried to the yelling, scrambling rabble: 
“Pray, good people, be civil. I am _ the 
Protestant mistress.” And the crowd opened 
a lane for her coach to pass, Mughing and 
cheering. 

On his death bed Nell was the only one 
that Charles thought of, and his last words 
were a prayer to James, “ Don’t let poor 
Nelly starve.” 

Charles’ death meant almost total ruin to 
Nell, aside from the sorrow at the loss of 
the man to whom she was devotedly at- 
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of Northumberland.

hair, soft and wavy and chestnut crinkled 
into rebellious locks over a snow-white brow. 

The letters and diaries of all the men of 
the period are filled with descriptions of her, 
and notes of her pert sayings. They all ex- 
tolled her sense, her comparative economy, 
her wit. her beauty and her devotion to 
Charles. Iver acting was like her self—light, 
merry and spirited. She rarely attempted the 
serious tragic roles, although on the few oc- 
casions of heavy acting she received great 
praise.

Loved for Her Impudence. 

Nell was a great mimic, and nothing de- 
lighted her so much as to take off some of 
the affections of Barbara Villiers and Louise 
de Querouailles, both much more important 
in the court circle than Nell. Louise in par- 
ticular was her detestation, and she had one 
especial way of getting even. Louise was 
continually going into mourning whenever 
one of the royal family in France died, pre- 
tending that she was closely connected. So 
one day Nell appeared at court in deeepst 
black, and when they asked her for whom 
she was in mourning she said the Cham of 
Tartary, to whom she stood in the same re- 
lation as Louise did to all the kings of Enu- 
rope. 

Nell could always hold her own with king 
“ or citizens, and the people loved her 
er impudence, and most of all because 
che" ‘was a Protestant, When the feeling 
against Louise de Querouailles was strong- 
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tached. Unlike Louise, she had never 
amassed huge holdings, or been given grants 
during her reign. She sold practically every: 
thing, and when there was imminent danges 
of her being thrown into prison for her un- 
paid bills she wrote James, who had not 
forgotten his brother’s last fequest. He 
paid off her debts, gave her $7,000 a year for 
life, and later gave her Bettswood Park in 
Nottinghamshire, an estate which remains 
part of the hereditary property of the present

Among 
these honorable names are such as the Duke 
of St. Albans, the Dowager Duchess of 
Sutherland, and the present duke, the Earls 
of Westmoreland, Normanton, Nelson, Clar- 
endon, Essex, Suffolk, and Fitzwilliam. The 
Ear) of Essex is the wealthy land owner 
who married Mrs, Beach Grant of New 
York as his second wife. 


And then there are such well known names 
as Viscountess Helmsley, the Earl of Ross- 
lyn, and Lord Hyde, and a score of others. 
None of them has any call to feel ashamed 
of the honest Nell Gwynne blood which runs 
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in their veins. She was sincere, loved truly 
and never for gain, and never betrayed her 
king like Louise, or made him miserable with 
her scoldings and temper like Barbara Vil- 
liers. 

Barbara Villiers was in every way the 
opposite of Nell. She was a lady of good 
birth, daughter and heiress of a peer. She 
was avaricious, hypocritical, and had no 
sense of humor. As the price of his connival 
in her shame, her husband was given the 
title of Lord Castlemaine, and as Lady Castle- 
maine she was known until ambition made her 
try for a separate and higher title. She re- 
ceived the patent of Duchess of Cleveland, and 
Yor her three sons got .we titles of Duke of 
Southampton and Cleveland, Duke of North- 
umberiand, and Duke of Grafton. Her Wdaugh- 
ter, Charlotte, married one of the highest 
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Prince Arthur of Connaught 
Descendant of William WS

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peers of the realm, the Parl of Yarmouth. 

When Catharine of Braganza first came 
to England on her marriage to Charles she 
found Barbara installed openly as first lady 
of the court. Poor, ineffective, Catherine 
could do nothing against this state of affairs, 
and as the years went by, and she presented 
the king with no heir, any little hold she 
might have hoped to have vanished. 

x 
Louise a Tool of France. 

Nell and Barbara were simultaneous, and 
Barbara pretended to despise Nell so much 
that she was not eren jealous. But when 
Louise de Querounilles came in the train of 
the Duchess of Orleans, both the women 
joined in hearty hatred and dread of this 
new French beauty. 

Louise was the tool of France, and during 
the fifteen years that she held Great Britain 
in the palm of her little hand she never for- 
got to turn prerything to the advantage of 
Louis XIy., and to the advantage of the fair 
Louise herself. Evelyn in his “ Diary” and 
Pepys refer to her as a baby faced creature, 
yielding and simple, but under that ingenuous 
exterior she concealed a man’s mind and a 
man’s schemes. 

Louise was hated by practically everyone in 
the kingdom. There has never been a more 
unpopular mistress, not whom the people dis- 
trusted so much. She was a traitress to all, 
but knew well how to keep Charles constant- 


‘ly at her side by her feigned indifference, and 


her charms. 


Her extravagances were unlimited. She 
wiped out private and public funds, was no- 
toriously untrue to her royal lover, both for 
the sake of added luxuries and for schem- 
ing and political reasons. She knew well, 
however, how to soothe and charm Charles. 
She was a clever talker and listener, and her 
beauty remained with her even to her death. 
Always she made carefu! plans for her 
maintenance after she might fall from favor 
or Charles should die, and at the time of his 
death she was in possesion of many of the 


most beautiful tracts of land in England, and 


huge amounts of money and jewels. 
* * 
Descendants Prominent Today. 
Only a few years ago the present Duke of 
Richmond, one of her direct descendants, 
lived in comfortable enjoyment of a _ heredi- 
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tary annuity of $100,000 a year. But a book 
was published in Paris giving the details of 
the original grants to Louise, and in the next 
edition of the Financial Reform almanac it 
was noted that the duke’s pension thad been 
commuted by a sum of nearly half a million 
sterling. Naturally there is no longer anv 
personal feeling against the Duke of Rich- 
mond, but it seemed eminently wrong that 
the crown should pay out such a huge sum 
of money as the result of Lonise de Que- 
rouailles, who betrayed both her lover and 
her king. 

Connected with the strain are twelve earls, 
two marqueses, three viscounts, and number- 
less barons and lords. Among the prominent 
earldoms involved are those of March, Percy. 
Dartmouth, Albemarle, Craven (he married 
the American, Miss Martin), Leicester, and 
Berkeley. The beautiful Marchioness of 
Hamilton, who. will one day be Duchess of 
Abercorn, was also a Gordon-Lennox. 


Through the Duke of Grafton, one of Bar- 
bara’s sons, come the names of the Dukes of 
Leinster and Newcastle, Marquess of. Hert- 
ford (erstwhile husband of Alice Thaw), and 
the Earls of Harrington, Shannon, etc. 


Charles II., on account of his habit of 
honoring his children with high and mighty 
titles, has done more to populate the peer- 
age than any other of the gay and profligate 
kings. One of his ‘courtiers said with great 
anger, but with insight, “In a few years 
England will be so happy as to see a house 
of peers extracted out of the blood royal.’ 
But James II. and William IV. both had a 
numefous illegitimate progeny, and, like 
Charles, they married their children off very 
well. e

Whole System a Tangled Web. 


A princess royal married into the house of 
Fife, where only a few years previously the 
natural daughter of William IV. had entered 
as wife, and ffom this marriage have come 
Princess Arthur of Connaught, whose mar- 
riage to Prince Arthur recently made 80 
much talk and stir and picture publicity for 
the papers. Her younger sister, Princess 
Maud, is more attractive, and it is rumored 
that an even more advantageous match has 
been made for her. 


The whole system is one entangled, un- 
solvable web.

But he 
made Ramabai promise that if ever he had need of him, 
to send. And Ramabai promised, hoping that he could 
adjust and reguhte his affairs without foreign assistance. 
They went on, this time with Ahmed.

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["R most recent great war with modern 

weapons—so recent that the headlines 

concerning it have scarcely disap- 

peared from the aewspapers—was he- 
gun by Bulgaria, Servia, Greece, and Monte- 
negro against Turkey in October, 1912, as the 
result of twenty-five years of continual, de- 
liberate planning and preparation, influenced 
by political ambitions and stimulated by ap- 
peals to sentimentality and religious emotions. 
This conflict led to the war between the Bal- 
kan allies themselves—a fight among the vic- 
tors over the spoils—which came to a close on 
Oct. 18, 1913. These struggles revealed that 
the deadly science of long distance artillery 
had practically destroyed the opportunity for 
thrilling pictures. They not only showed war 
to be cruel but to be shorn of its chivalry. 

Despite the fact that this war was carried 
on so recently, with methods of communica- 
tion aid news dissemination at a high state 
of perfection, but meager descriptions of the 
battles which were fought with such startling 
rapidity reached us from the correspondents. 
These correspondents were not allowed to see 
sock of tne fighting and they were treated 
by the military authorities as enemies of a 
dangerous character. 

The correspondents were, however, able to 
give us pictures which perhaps play as great 
a part in the drama of waz. If they could 
not tell us about the few hours when the guns 
were firing and toe shells bursting, they were 
able to describe the breaking up of family 
ties, of the acts of courage and fear, of mis- 
ery and hardships, of the terrible sufferings 
wien death came as a welcome thing. They 
were able to describe the sudden change of 
peasants into soldiers and their delirious en- 
thusiasm to leave behind them tneir oxen and 
their carts and give up all in life that they 
held dear to follow the command of a strange 
officer. 

* * 
War Shorn of Its Glamour. 

Full of horror, indeed, were the realistic 
pictures with which the writers were obliged 
largely to content themselves—scenes of the 
armies coming back from battle. “ They 
came back not with medals on their breasts 
and with bands playing,” writes Philip Gibbs, 
“but with bandages around their heads and 
limbs through which the blood had oozed, mak- 
ing horrible stains, and with the jolting of 
trains and the shrieking of whistles for their 
music. 

“I do not know how many thousands of 
wounded men I saw, but taey numbered 
many great battalions, and the roads of Tur- 
key and Bulgaria were rutted deep by the 
wheels of league-long convoys bringing back 
these victims of war. 

“The Bulgarians issued no lists of their 
casualties. With that umazing—and almost 
inhuman—secrecy with which they veiled all 
but the barest facts ofthe war, taney steadily 
refused to give the names and numbers of the 
dead and wounded, so that few peasant wom- 
en in Bulgaria knew whether their men would 
ever come back again. But they were not 
able to conceal the wounded men. The bright 
sun of autumn in the near east shone down 
upon those winding caravans of Red Cross 
wagons jolting down tne hill tracks and over 
roads axle deep in mud; the rain which swept 
the stinshine out of the sky at times poured 
down upon men lying in misery and in sodden 

_Straw, and peasants staading by the roadside 
with great flocks around them, which they 
kept dtiving forward to the front as food for 
men Who were food for powder, saw their 
comrades passing, passing, passing, day after 
day, toward hospitals in Turkish villages and 
Bulgarian towns. The agony of that long 
journey from the front must have beén ter- 
rible.

Long Trainloads of Wounded. 

“The men who fought at Kirk Kilisse and 
Lule Burgas had sixty leagues and more to 
cover in hay carts and bullock wagons hefore 
they reached the railways. Many of them 
never reached the railways; the last flicker of 
life was shaken out of them before they came 
to thé trains; the drivess called “ Hai-de! 
Hai-de!” not knowing that a corpse lay in 
the straw behind them. The faces of some 
of those wounded men were terrible as they 
Passed me. They were the faces of dead 
men with living eyes, of an earthen color al- 
feady, splashed by blood and stamped with 
the sharp imprint of pain. Some of them had 
their tongues lolling out, parched with thirst, 
and others were so terribly smashed that 
hever again will they be able to follow the 
plow in ‘the field. 

" At thé railway stations all ordinary trains 
were held up while the ambulance trains 
Poured through in one long traffic of human 
freight. For hours, and sometimes for two 
days at a stretch, while I waited for a pas- 
Senger train to take me fifty miles or so far- 
ther to the front, I stared at the convoys of 
wounded and became weary of all their woe. 
Poor devils! These heroes of the war against 
the Turk knew the meaning of heroism to the 
last bitter drop of the cup. Perhaps in the 
©X wagons tney had preyed for the train. 
Now, in the train, they suffered a néw horror. 
They were packed into cattle trucks, twenty 
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and thirty, sometimes even fifty, together, 
lying in the straw as one great heap of 
wounded and mangled limbs. I looked into 
many of these trucks and sickened at the 
stench arising from the rotten straw and the 
sour smell of muddy clothes, 

“Tne men sat on the legs of th®ir com- 
rades, or lay with their arms about each 
other, or stood clasping iron railings and 
gasping for breath at the ventilation holes. 
Now and again a deep groan or a long drawn 
whimper came from some heap of straw and 
rags, but for the most part the men were 
strangely quiet and amazingly strong in en- 
durance. 

“It was curious to notice what a large pro- 
portion of the slightly wounded had been 
struck in tne left hand—the forward hand 
when holding a rifle—and I was overwhelmed 
with admiration for the courage of these peas- 
ant soldiers who had the heart, even on such 
a journey as this, to laugh and joke during 
the frequent halts. Toeir greatest suffering 
was not from their wonnds but from a burn- 
ing thirst which se@med to consdme them. 
From every carriage as the train drew up 
came the cry of “ Water!” And it was a 


_pitiful thing to see how they drank greedily 


from the long brown jugs or the tin bottles 
held up to them by the women of the Red 


Cross.

King Cheers His Men. 

“One of the most pitiful scenes I saw was 
at the station at Jamboli, one of the points 
from which the Bulgarians struck at the 
heart of Turkey. While I was waiting there 
a great number of men were brought in from 
the battle of Kirk Kilisse, discharged from 
the fidld hospitals, where the surgeons were 
very busy, to go to the central hospitals for 
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medical treatment. Some of the men were 
terribly damaged, and could hardly drag one 
leg after the other. Many of them were car- 
ried into tne station by the Red Cross asstst- 
ants, or on the shoulders of other soldiers 
less seriously wounded. 

“Several young officers, with their smart 
uniforms torn and caked with mud, had 
empty sleeves, and others, who had been shot 
through both legs, were helpless cripples. As 
it happened, the kiag was at the station in 
the royal train, where he had slept every 
night, and journeyed every day from point to 
point. He came out of the train and held a 
kind of reception of some of the wounded, 
going from man to man and thanking each 
for his gallant service. 

“At first the irony of the scene embit- 
tered me. I had a kind of anger if niy heart 
that the words of a k'ng might be supposed 
to cure a wound or ease a man tortured 
with pain. But in a littl while I was no 
longer ironical—only a little wondering. For 
indeed these words from the king did cheer 
his men, and it was curious to see how some 
of them who had been bent double straight- 
éned themselves up a little in the feeble ef- 
fort to salute the sovereign, and how the 


young officers with the empty sleeves flushed 


with excitement as the king grasped their left 
hands, and: how even those who were car- 
riéd uopon the shoulders of their comrades 
smiled in a twisted way aud tmurmered ifi- 
coherent words when the king spoke to 
them.”

Allies Quarrel Over Spoils. 

Accusations of atrocities wéte made against 
the Turks almost as soon as thé War was 
started. Telegrams were issued to the effect 
that Turkish medical officers carried with

them tubes full of typhus aid cholera bacilli, 
which they hoped to spread among the armies 
of the allies. Later the allies themselves be- 
gan to charge each other with committing all 
sorts of atrocities on the ifhabitants of the 
towns occupied by the troops. These accu- 
sations, whetner true or false, served to in- 
tensify the bitterness existing between the 
nations which but a short time before had 
been fighting against the Turks. } 

The existence of ill feeling, if not hatred, 
between Bulgaria and Servi-, and between 
Bulgaria and Greece, was apparent as svon 
as it was discovered that Turkey was beaten, 
and that there would be a large umount of 
territory and a number of cities to be divided 
arong the victors. 

Bulgaria, it appeared, had a definite un- 
derstanding with Servia as to the division of 
spoils of war, buf had made no arrange- 
ments with Montenegro and Greece. De- 
velopments caused the alliance to become not 
only defensive but offensive. After their vic- 
tories over Turkey the allies became am- 
bitious, and each sought to gain as much as 
possible in territory and trade. 

Early in April Greece and Bulgaria clashed 
over the possession of Salonika. Then Bul- 
garia and Servia began to prepare to fight 
for thé possession of Monastir. By June 
30 thé war bétween the allies was on all 
along the line. By July 1 all the Bulgari- 
ans ift Sdlenika had been expelled or made 


war prisoners. 
= 


Greeks Defeat the Bulgarians. 

Because of thé exclusion of newspaper cor- 
respondents, reports of battles were meager 
and uneatisfactory. Glowing accounts of 
victories eanié from Belgrade and Athens; 
Scfea admitted no Bulgarian defeats It 
soon developed, however, that the Bulgarians 
who had made snch a splendid showing st 
Kirk Kilesse, Adrianople, Bunarhissar, 
Lute Burets, Tebeteljxn, and Bulair were 


* 
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making an unsuccessful resistance. Lhe 
Greek troops forced the Bulgarians from 
Kilkish on July 4, and five days later had 
driven them from Seres and Kavala. Streu- 
uous fighting occurred at Istap, Kotehana, 
Kustendil, and other points, the Servians be- 
ing victorious, 

It is a matter of opinion what the outcome 
of the conflict between Bulgaria and the 
other three Balkan states would have been 
had they been left to fight it out alone, The 
Bulgarians claim that they would have won, 
but the Greeks and Servians held that the 
Bulgarians were so badly beaten that they 
were in no shape to carry on a war after 
their heavy losses in the Turkish struggle. 

At the opening of the war against Tur- 
key, Roumania was inclined to sympathize 
with the Ottoman government, but finally 
consented to remain neutral, with the un- 
derstanding that it should receive some com- 
pensation. While peace negotiations were 
in progress in London, Roumania made ile- 
mands for certain territory. Bulgaria's fe- 
fusal of this demand led to the mobilization 
of the Rowmanian army on July 4 A week 
later it ordered its troops to invade Bulga- 
rin. Silistra was occupied without resist- 
ance and King Charles and his army began 
to advance towards Sofia. 

At this juncture the Turks left their lines 
near Constantinople and proceeded to retake 
the territory which they had lost to the Buk 
garians, By the 16th of July they had 6e- 
cupied Bunarhissar and Lule Burgas, and 
then, after taking Kirk MKiliese, they en- 
tered Adrianople after a brief struggle with 
the Bulgarian garrison.

I 
suppose, like a good many other women, 
you have made the mistake of assuming 
that one had to be especially favored by fortune in 
order to possess lovely eyebrows and eyelashes. 

To be sure, some women are fortunate enough to be 


- born wit these happy endowments. But the majority 


of women are not. Still, there’s no need for genera! 
despair among our sex. Industry plus patience will 
result happily for your eyebrows and eyelashes. If you 
are willing to give them attention and care every day, 
it won't be long before you will be one of the envied, 
instead of one of the envious 

A beautiful eyebrow is gently arched, delicately but 
Garkly traced, and ends just before it reaches the nose, 
The hairs lie smooth and glossy. There are little oye- 
hrow brushes for sale in the shops with which the 
brows should be gently brushed every time you make 
the toilet of your face. A small, fine tooth brush an- 
Swers the purpose very well. This frequent brushing 
will promote the gloss and train them into shape. 
Equal parts of glycerin and rosewater, if rubbed on 
just before the brushing is done, will make the eye- 
brows more glossy and brilliant

Evebrows That Meet. 


Nothing detracts from the beauty of the face like 
eyebrows that meet in a bridge across the nose. It 
Gives the appearance of a constant scowl. [| have 4 


positively sinister appearance. By means of the eleo~- 
trie needle she had a number of hairs removed, thus 
S¢parating the brows. The whole character of her face 
was changed and improved. 

If you can’t afford the electrolysis treatment, you can 
remove the hairs yourself with tweezers. Pluck the 
hairs out by clinching the tweezers right next the skin 
and giving a strong, sudden pull. Remove only a few 
bairs at a time. Under no consideration attempt to 
remove all the hairs on the bridge of the nose at one 
time. It would be too painful an operation to stand, 
end, besides, an ugly, scarred effect would result. After 
you have removed the hairs with the tweezers apply 
ammonia to the éecuteé spot Then before you go to 
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scalp, using vaseline for the treatment. I[f the line of 
the eyebrow is uneven and ugly, the hairs which grow 
out of line can be removed with tweezers in the same 
manner as that suggested for removing the hairs over 
the bridge of the nose.

Tonic and Massage Treatments. 

I have used for years the following French tonic for 
eyebrows, and certainly can answer for its efficacy: 
One ounce of yellow vaseline and elght drops each of 
oils of lavender and rosemary. After washing the 
face smooth the eyebrows carefully with an eysbrow 
brush upon which a drop of thetonic has been placed, 
For scanty, thin, and uneven eyebrows the above tonia 
is recommended to be used for massage treatment. 
Apply a little to the finger tips and rub fingers along 
the line of brows. Be careful to keep in the line of 
the brows, as the vaseline will grow hairs and, of 
course, you want only a fine, thin line. 

If your eyebrows are so blonde and invisible that 
the face is given a peculiar appearance, or that you are 
made conspicuous, I see no harm in resorting to the 
use of an eyebrow pencil for temporary purposes, But 
remember if you are a blonde you must tint your 
brows to a light brown-——not with a black pencil. The 
black must be used only when the hair is black or 
dark brown. I do not approve of dyes and stains for 
the eyebrows. The eyebrows are in too close prox- 
imity to the eyes to use dyes and stains without risk 


One thing you may overlook, perhaps, is the impor 
tance of keeping the eyebrows free from dandruff. 
You can’t work any improvement in your brows until 
you have rid yourself of this condition We are all 
rather apt to think that when We wash our face suf- 
ficient attention is given to the cleanliness of the eye- 
brows. Bu this is not so. The presence of dandruff 
proves this statement For dandruff, whether we want 
to believe it or not, is the result of lack of cleanli- 
ness, If you are troubled with dandruff. twice a 
week scrub your eyebrows with soap and warm water 
and rinse them in warm salty water. When they 
are dry rub in @ little glycerin. In a short time you 
will be Fewarded by the disappearance of the dandruff. 
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at night and again in the morning, bathe the eyes 
in boric acid solution. Use an eye cup for this. 

For inflamed lids and short, scant lashes yellow 
vaseline is one of the best applications. Melt a little 
of the vageline, dip the point of an orangewood stick 
around which a tiny wad of cotton is wrapped into 
this, and rub gently along the roots. Apply the vase- 
line at night, and allow it to relieve any soreness 
slowly. Be careful that not the slightest particle of 
the vaseline enters the eye, as oll irritates it. 


The growh of the eyelashes is greatly promoted by 
clipping them at regular intervals for a few months. 
As the task requires a firm, confident touch, it is

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easiest done by another. Yet, if necessary, you can 40 
it yourself, Only the tips should be clipped, and the 
work done with a pair of curved scissors. 

Rubbing the eyes is a pernicious habit. Almost in- 
variably when you rub them you remove an eyelash. 
Bathe the eyes in the morning, first thing when you 
arise, instead of rubbing them, to get ride of that 
crusty substance in the corner of your eyes. 

Sometimes the eyelashes by growing inward act as 
a foreign body and keep up a constant irritation of 


a regular line, evenly distributed, turning outward 
and downward with a gentle curve on the lower lid 
and outward and upward on the upper lid. The longer 
and silkier and thicker your eyelashes are the better. 
If the line is not straight and the @irection of a lash 
here and there is faulty, try to straighten them by 
means of small tweezers. If there are hairs that 
sweep the eyeball every time the lids cover the eyes in 
winking, these should be pulled out at once. 

Styes are due to the frritation of tne hair follicle 
out of which an eyelash springs. They should be 
opened as soon a8 pus is formed for they will not get 
well as long as pus remains. For inflammation of the

HE sandwich and that form of saeeliaite 

called the canape or crouton are of the 

game family. The canape is a dainty 

strip of toasted bread, or a round not 
more than two inches in diameter, spread 
with some high priced meat or fish paste 
and fancifuly decorated with egg or strips 
of fish or capers It hae mo cover. The 
sandwich is a slice of bread covered with 
another, with a filling between thetwo. A 
true sandwich has the two slices of bread, 
although some people call a compound Like 
the canape by this name. 

Any of the mixtures used for canapes may 
be used as sandwich fillings, but there are 
@ great number of sandwich fillings which 
would never be used on canapes. The sim- 
plest filling is plain butter, and it is one of 
the best if the bread is of the finest. There 


are numerous butters, mixtures of plain but- 
ter and something like chopped parsley or 


lemon juice, which are good sandwich fill- 
ings. 

Meats, in slices or minced, and highly sea- 
soned; salads of various sorts; cheese, plain 
or in combination; green things like lettuce, 
nasturtium, and cress leaves; fruits and 
sweet things are all used as sandwich fillings 
Pumpernickel bread cut thin is sometimes 
used between two thin slices of white bread 
and butter for an excellent sandwich. When 
chopped cucumber or chopped tomato are 
used in a sandwich they should be well 
drained or mixed immediately with mayon- 
naise, 

The prettiest sandwiches are made of bread 
which isa day old. Itis difficult to cut newer 
bread in fine slices. Any bread can be cut 
thinner with a hot knife than a cold one, but, 
as heating by fire is not good for a fine steel 
bread knife, it may be made hot by letting thé 
hot water from the faucet run over it every 
few minutes. Keep the cut bread in paired 
slices. If the mixture !s such that !t cannot 
be put in until the last minute, slice and 
trim the bread, butter, pile closely, and cover 
with a damp napkin. The butter should bé 
taken from the refrigerator and allowed to 
soften before it is used to spread the bread 


A Lemon Sandwich. 

‘A wholesome home sandwich for hot 
weather is that made by peeling a lemon, 
eutting it In thin slices, placing these on one 
of the buttered slices of bread, sprinkling 


with sugar to taste, and covering with the 


other slice. Little butter or none is used 
by some people Mra. Rorer makes a lemon 
gandwich by packing away slices of bread in 
@ tight box with lemon peel for a few hours, 
then buttering this bread with butter mixed 
with lemon juice, in the proportion of one 
cup of butter to the juice of one lemon 


h Sardine Sandwiches. 

The sardine is variously dressed for sand- 
wiches and may be made into a sardine but- 
ter, fresher than that purchased in tubes, 
end costing less. Remove sardines from 
can, pour bolling water over them and off 
immediately, and then skin if necessary. The 
skin will come off without the boiling water, 
but comes off much more readily if it is used. 
A thin pointed knife is a little better than 
the fingers for the work, and with this re- 
move any little black inner skin. If not 
boned, open and remove the back bone, then 
put the fish through a sieve and blend with 
@n equal quantity of butter and perhaps a 
little lemon juice. Worcestershire. sauce is 
also used. Instead of mixing the sieved fish 
with butter it may be mashed with hard 
oooked egg yolk and seasoned with salt, pep- 
per, and a little lemon juice. 


The Sandwich Pastes, 

The anchovy and other pastes put up in 
tubes nmrake a convenient though not econom- 
feal fillmg for sandwiches. A thin layer of 
any of these is needed and in some cases 
they are merely used for seasoning cream 
cheese for sandwich filling. Home made 
meat paste may be attractive if the meat is 
put through a fine meat chopper and then 
seasoned carefully. Chopped ham may be 
pounded with a little soft butter and then 
mixed with a little jelly. Finely minced or 
pounded chicken may have butter, red sweet 
pepper, stc.. mixed with it. 


Oatmeal Bread. 

For pearly all the highly, seasoned skates 
and th. meat sandwiches, dark breads are 
the best. Few people make the rye bread, 
and graham bread must be of a particular 
quality to make good sandwiches, although 
the soft graham rolls are excellent cold with 
butter or with an egg filling. The follow- 
ing widely used recipe for oatmea! bread is 
One that anyone may succeed with, and 


" with plain butter it makes fine little tea 


Sandwiches, but may be used with many 
heavy mixtures: 


Two cups of rolled oats, two cups of boiling 
os one cake of compréssed yeast, die- 


solved in one-half cup of warm water to 
which add one-half teaspoon of sugar to 
test, one tablespoon of butter, one-half cup 
of molasses, one teaspoon of salt, five cups 
of white flour. Stir the rolled oats into the 
two cups of boiling water, cover and let 
stand for one hour. Add butter to warm 
oatmeal and stir until melted, then add mo- 
lasses and mix well, and then dissolved yeast, 
mixing thoroughly. Sift the flour and salt 
together and add gradually to the mixture, 
using a@ spoon until the mixture becomes-too 
stiff, then use one or both hands, kneading 
and turning until all the flour is worked in. 
Some people do not knead this bread, but 
it is difficult to incorporate the fifth cup in 
any other way, and the bread will keep 
better if kneaded. It is not necessary to 
pour it out of the bow! to do this. Knead 
into a ball, grease all over with butter, put 
back in bowl, cover with greased paper, and 
leave till double its bulk. When light cut 
down with knife and fill pans, pat with a 
wet spoon before baking. This amount will 
make four loaves seven and a half inches 
long and three and a half inches wide. 


Green Sandwiches, 

Lettuce leaves, nasturium leaves, and blos- 
som, and water cress, with mayonnaise or 
cooked salad dressing, make acceptable fill- 
ings for little tea sandwiches cut in strips, 
little squares, or even in crescent shape:

SUBSCRIBER: Egg plant is fried in but- 
ter or in deep fat, stuffed and baked and com- 
bined with meat f!n other ways. There are a 
great number of recipes for preparing it.

C. B.: Tartar sauce is thick mayonnaise 
dressing to which is added chopped pickles, 
chopped capers, a little finely chopped onion, 
and sometimes chopped parsley. A recipe 
for an inexpensive and quickly made mayon- 
naise was but recently printed. 

MRS. T.: The most common mixture for 
fruit salads is segments of grape fruit,grapes 
seeded and skinned, and some preserved or 
candied cherries for decoration. A mayon- 
naise dressing thinned with cream or a 
French dressing may be used. Oranges cut 
in small pieces, and pineapple are seascned 
with salt and pepper and served the same 
way, always on a lettuce leaf. Dates and 
fresh cocoanut are combined. The arrange- 
ment depends much on the skill of the one 
making the salad. Chopped nuts are eras 
sprinkled over the fruit.

By making your wraps at home you can 
probably afford to have a sport coat, or, as 
it is understood for older people, a general 
utility coat, and a dressy wrap for evening. 
There are a number of smart models for the 
former that will be easy to evolve by the 
home dressmaker, especially if a lining is 
dispensed with. Geta good pattern on smart 
lines. Remember even these practical coats 
show a decided flare this season. If unde- 
cided just what style to select. try on various 
models at the stores, then try to get a pat- 
tern most like it. It will pay you to havea 
pattern cut to order if you are not expert 

For this utility coat choose @ soft, light 
weight material, as Scotch tweed, homespun, 
velour cheviot, golfine, serge or chinchilla,

material needed, but, generally speaking, 
two and three-quarter yards of fifty-four 
inch goods, or three and a half of forty-two 
inch, should be ample. Have this material 
shrunk in the stores and make sure it is 
rainproof. An unlined coat could be made 
for about $5, or even lese if you are lucky 
enough to get remnants. 


The seams and raglan sleeves are put in 
with the ordinary tailor seam, stitched on 
the edge and half an inch in fromit. Fore 
heavy or fraying goods the plain seam may 
be used with the edges bound with silk or 
mercerized seam binding and then turned to 
one side and stitched the half inch from the 
seam. The fronts are faced back with the 
cloth to the depth of six or seven inches. In 
@ stripe or plaid material care must be taken 
that the design runs in the right direction 
where it shows on turnover collar and rever. 
These do not need interlining or canvas. A 
good finish ig given by stitching this facing 
on the outside of the coat three-quarters of 
an inch from the edge. Sometimes this 
stitching is carried all round the bottom, 
which usually is hemmed. 

Buttonholes are usually worked through. 

For evening or dressier use the wrap is 


often seen in soft taffetas, plain or shot, 
moire, faille, silk poplin, or even chiffon 
cloth. The thrifty girl utilizes the light 
weight broadcloth cape she may have put 
away for several seasons by turning it inte 
one of these short draped wraps. They are 
cut rather shorter than last season, and the 
use of the raglan lines at the sleeves makes 
it easy to work out the pattern on the cape. 
Spread the cape on the dining room table 
or the floor and fit in your pattern to best 
edvantage. The kimono sleeve is also good. 

It is not necessary to line such a wrap, 
especially when of light weight broadcloth. 
Stitch the seams plain and pink both sides, 
Hem the bottom and around the front curves 
in an inch and a quarter hem, not turned in, 
and with the edge pinked. Stitch by ma- 
chine, 

Make a rounding shawl collar of moire or 
heavy corded silk in a contrasting tone from 
the cape. This is made five and a half 
inches deep—five inches finished—is cut dou- 
ble, with a seam at the middle, and is 
twenty-five inches longer the inner side on 
each half; thirty inches on the outside of the 
back. The lower edge is slanted to fit to 
the slope of the coat, and is hemmed to it by 
hand. The collar is basted to the wrap, hav- 
ing first been stitched on the outer edge and 
a half inch in from it, the seam covered with 
a three-quarter inch facing. One line of 
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easily made of ribbon, allowing about twice 


the space to be trimmed for a gathered frill 


and three times for a box plaited one. The 
gathering line is run airectly in the middle 
of the ribbon, and the frill is sewed to the 
wrap through it. | 

A two inch box plait set about an inch ané 
a quarter apart makes a smart trimming. 
In laying the plaits baste at the upper and 
lower edge, measuring with a notched card. 
Press under a cloth to avoid shine. Runa 
loose basting thread in white through the 
center of the plaiting and sew along this line 
to the cape, either by hand or machine stitch- 
ing. The frill should be sewed to the edge

Now White House musicals during the 
winter have been pleasant enough functions, 
but a bit formal. They have been in the 
evening. Guests, having been received by 
the president and Mrs. Wilson and any 
other members of the family who happened 
to be available, have amused themselves as 
best they could until the music began. They 
have been rather smal! affairs, so that if one 
was a bit bored one had at least the compen- 
sation of knowing that one had been asked 
to rather an exclusive affair. 

When the guests were assembled and 
seated in rows of perfectly good gilt chairs, 
one was expected to keep still and not dis 
turb the musicians. It was good musie. 
Nearly always Miss Wilson made some of 
it. But if one happened to be not particu- 
larly musical it was wise to take a seat as 
far back as possible and enjoy the mar- 
velous study in anatomy of the female back 
which the occasion invariably afforded. You 
wouldn't believe how those backs varied, or 
‘how slender a binding of chiffon, or beading, 
sometimes merely a glittering line of jewels, 
or the soft fluff of fur or feathers, lying 
against the warm human flesh, served at 
once to set it off and eort of hold it te 
gether. 

But this afternoon musical was quite dif- 
ferent. Everybody was really clothed for 
one thing, and some of the raiment was per- 
fectly stunning. The president and Mrs. 
Sayre and Miss Wilson did- their best to 
make up for the absence of the first lady. 
The windows were open, and the sweep of 
the south lawn and its delightful gardens 
extended an invitation which people were 
quick to accept.

" ITH the lllinois suffrage act await- 
ing the decision of the Supreme 
Poti 3 court of the state, the Illinois Equal 
Suffrage association has set to work 
determinedly to win the full franchise to 
the women of the state. “ A constitutional 
eanvention and the ballot for the women 


of Illinois”: is the slogan adopted by the 
State suffrage organization. 

The delayed decision of the Supreme court 
on the dct which gives only partial suffrage 
to the women of the state has served to spur 
the suffragists on to still greater activity 
in their efforts to obtain the full franchise. 
The-constitutionality of the suffrage law has 
been attacked. The act may be declared 
liiegal. Illinoig women’s political privileges 
may be insecure. All this has convinced the 
leaders of the movement that a constitu- 
tional convention is the only sure means 

- of extending their voting privileges and 
perhaps maintaining those that have already 
* Deen granted them by the Illinois legislature. 


' i. 
. With this underlying purpose in mind, the 
, State suffrage association has sent Mrs. Arla 
R. Black down through the state as an or- 
ganizer of civic leagués that have for their 
avowed object the improvement and beauti- 
fying of the city or town. However, Mrs. 
Black never fails to mention the fact to 
‘the men and women of every place she 
Vidits that while much may be accomplished 
bythe municipal suffrage, great state wide 
teforms may be carried to a successful issue 
when the women are given the power to vote 
for the state legislators—that is, when a con- 
stitutional convention is called. By con- 
Stanttly talking constitutional convention at 
very civic and suffrage meeting through- 
out the state a great public sentiment is 
being created in favor of it throughout the 
-@ate—a sentiment which will bear results 
rapidly, Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, president 
pf the Illinois Equal Suffrage association, 
and other leaders in the movement, are con- 
Vinced.

“In all towne where I organized civic 
leagues I also did much work with the Boy 
Scouts; I organized the boys in two towns 
while waiting for my own meeting.”

WORD about the history of the Gen 
eral Federation of Woman’s Clubs 
might not be amiss on the eve of its 
biennial. To the Sororis of New York 
is due the credit of founding the gen- 
eral federation some twenty-nve years ago, 
when Jennie C. Croly, better known as Jen- 
mie June, wished to do something to com- 
memorste the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the Sorogis. She sent invitations to one 
member of each*club all over the country 
(there were comparatively few in those 
@ays) to come and join in the celebration. 
To her gratification and surprise hundreds 


of women accepted. 

These pioneers saw something of the pos- 
aibilities of an organization which they 
founded and wisely called general instead 
ef national, for today the General Federa- 
tion of Woman's Clubs includes clubs in 
China, the Philippines, Mexico, Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Sweden, England, India, West Aus- 
tralia, South America, New South Wales, 
Caneda, France, Germany, Holland, Austria, 
and Switzerland. 

Since its initial meeting in 1889 the work 
of the general federation has broadened 
from the first object of women's clubs—self- 
culture—to an altruistic interest im the so- 
cial problems of the day. There is hardly a 
present day benetit from child welfare to 
Clean food that has not been fostered and 
furthered in the women’s clubs. They have 
come to realize their force as municipal 
housekeepers and are using it effectually. 
Julia Ward Howe called the general feder- 
ation, with its 1,000,000 strong. a “‘ peaceful 
army,” and a later member has added, “‘ but 
we are a fighting army when any part of 
the home is menaced.”’

LAGSHIP WYOMING, Vera Crus, May 
25.—[Special from The Tribune’s Staff 
Correspondent-Artist.] — The territory 

of American occupation in Vera Crus 

and its vicinity is limited to a rectangle 
extending about four and a half miles along 
the water front and reaching a scant mile and 
a half inland from the sea. Within this nar 
row area is confined practically all of the ac 
tivities of the army of marines, soldiers, sail- 
ors, war correspondents, visitors, refugees, and 
resident population of Vera Crus. Only in 
two Wirections do the Americans go beyond 
these limits, one being by rail out to the break 
in the railroad leading to Mexico City and the 
other being by rail and trail cut to the water- 
works at El] Tejar, ten miles to the southward. 


Two trains run daily to the break in the 
road and one train daily goes out to the 
waterworks. The latter travels through about 
seven miles of so-called “hostile” territory, 
and the fact that it carries an armed guard on 
flat cars banked up ‘with barricades of sand- 
bags gives a somewhat grim significance to 
the movements of this train. If it were not 
for the presence of throngs of Mexican men, 
women, and children with market supplies one 
might almost consider that the trip out on this 
train was something of a dangerous adventure. 


Along the route followed by this train are 
the water pipes that supply Vera Cruz with 
its drinking water, and as the protection of 
this water supply is of the utmost importance 
to the city, the army has taken rigid measures 
to insure the safety of the water\mains. Each 
day a troop of cavalry patrols the ten miles 
of pipe line, and the experience of riding the 
patrol is one of the few mild thrills that the 
person in search of adventure may experience 
around Vera Cruz.

The other day Mr. Davis and I joined a 
troop of the Sixth cavalry and rode the patrol, 
an experience that probably did not greatly 
excite Davis, fresh from his recent trip te 
Mexico City, but it proved somewhat exciting 
to me. 


I left a call for 6 o’clock in order thiat. T 
might not oversleep myself. This was about 
the most unnecessary precaution that one 
could imagine, as any one familiar with condi- 
ticns in Vera Cruz will appreciate. At 4 a.m 
I was awakened by the most outlandish 
screaming and chattering of birds that one 
can conceive. It seemed as though all of the 
noisy birds in the world had assembled in the 
little plaza fronting the hotel and were com- 
bining in one heroic endeavor to break all 
world’s records for noise. They were success- 
ful, although perbaps target practice in a fleet 
of battleships might run them a close second. 
Even the sun seemed to be aroused by the 
damor, for it soon shot up out of the glassy 
waters of the Bay of Campeche and flooded 
my room with glaring brilliance. At this sig- 
nal a swarm of newsboys, estimated at about 
5,000, proceeded to rush back and forth under 
my window shouting their morning papers to 
empty streets and an occasional itinerant 
milkman. Then the church bells took up the 
refrain and added their tumbling peals to the 
chorus. It was wonderfully cotrdinated, all 
of thig matutinal din—when one part of the 
orchestra got tired another would take up the 
refrain, and by excellent teamwork they kept 
Up a sustained clamor tkat left no loophole 
for further sleep. 


By 4:01 I was never so thoroughly awak- 
ened in my life and was cynically awaiting my 
6 o'clock call. At 5 o’clock, after much re- 
flection in which there was noticeable a 
strongly perceptible. note of exasperation, I 
ebagdoned my policy of watchful waiting and 
got up. '

There were certain points of advantage in 
arising and breakfasting early. All of the 
Diligencias’ corps of flies, the most diligent in 
the known world, were down at the market 
place, and so we were permitted to eat our 
breakfasts in comparative comfort. It would 
have been a completely successful breakfast 
Were it not for the coffee and food. It had the 
merit of exclusiveness, however, for the army 
of people who customarily swarm along the 
arcades of the hotel had not yet appeared, and 
We ate in peace. 

At 6:30, with cameras, canteens, field 
glasses, cigars, and all the paraphernalia of 
the field, we mounted the two sturdy, roan 
Mexican ponies which constitute Davis’ 
“string” and set off along the immaculate 
asphalt streets toward the southern limits of 
the city, where we found K troop of the Sixth 
cavalry saddling up in preparation for their 
march. | 


At about 7:30 Lieut. Kennedy gave the 
command to “mount” and the eavalrymen 
swung into their saddles. An instant mter he 
Bang out “by troopers” and we were off twe 
abreast, the lieutenant leading, the brave war 
correspondents following, and then the bugler 
end the troop of cavalrymen. 

All the way out to El Tejar the patrol fol- 
lows the railroad track, along which runs the 
Water mains. The latter are only partially 
buried, and in many places they are almost 
wholly above ground. As far ahead as one 
could see there were grours of Mexicans com- 


ing out along the track with market supplies. . 


Some were mounted on little ponies and many 
Were driving donkeys laden with chickens, 
Wegetables, and charcoal. ‘There were men,

women, children, and dogs, and at no time did 
any one show any emotion other than a sort 
of passive interest. There were never any fur- 
tive glances that might be construed as hos- 
tile. Frequently we passed little groups of 
men, some of whom migit well have been, and 
probably were, Federal soldiers, who im peace- 
ful garb go back and forth to Vera Cruz with 
no danger of molestation. 
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At a point about three kilometers—a little 
over two miles—from the center of Vera Cruz 
is the last American outpost. A ridge, sur- 
mounted by a cemetery and the pesthouse, an 
old building resembling a blockhouse, is the 
spot where our marines have pitched tKeir 
tents and established their “ watch towers ” 
and signal stations. Beyond this point for 
about eight miles there are no American 
troops, and the railroad and water mains are 
exposed to any enemy who might wish to come 
in and destroy them. If we reach a condition 
of actual warfare this district, now unoccupied 
by our troops, would have to be immediately 
occupied and held, for the security of the 
water supply is of vital importance. The en- 
tire population of Vera Cruz, as well as sev- 
eral thousand soldiers and marines, depend 
upon the water mains for their water supply, 
and the interruption of this supply would 
cause the greatest distress, chiefly to the na- 
tives, who could not depend upon the navy 
for distilled water, as could the soldiers and 
marines, in case of urgent necessity. 


~<— 

On the march of the patrol the column 
moved along at a walk, with occasional spurts 
of trotting, which kept our two small ponies 
on a gallop to keep up. A third of the way 
out there is a broad field of grass which 
spreads its inviting expanse under a grove of 
palm trees, and it was here that the bridles 
were removed and the horses allowed to graze 
for fifteen minutes. Then the march was re- 
sumed, with constant watchfulness along the 
sky lines for any signs of Federal troops. At 
one point the latter are frequently seen, far 
off on a rise which commands a splendid view 
of the country for miles, but on our day none 
was visible. At other points one could not 
avoid noting the ease with which a determined 
band of Mexicans could effectively attack the 
patrol. The railroad is flanked by swampy 
marshes choked with almost impassable vege- 
tation, while a couple of hundred yards be- 
yond are hills which rise sufficiently high to 
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command absolutely the stretches of railroad 
below. In the event of an attack at these 
points resistance would be well nigh futile by 
a small squad, and half their number could 
easily be shot before any sort of cover could 
be gained. 
den 

As we marched along past silent hills and 
matted undergrowth, with the creak of saddles 
and the sounds of heavy horses marching, 
there came constantly to mind the vivid recol- 
lections of similar experiences in the Philip- 
pines, where for so many months I had fol- 
lowed the army in its jungle warfare. The 
conditions were in many respects the same, 
except that in those days there was the con- 
tinual expectation of a sudden volley from 
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unseen enemies, and in this case the likelihood 
of attack was hardly to be considered. Lieut. 
Kennedy had seen much service down in the 
Moro country and others of the troop had 
tasted tropical fighting out In the far east. 
Now, as in those earlier experiences, I was on 
a native pony riding along among the giant 
cavalry horses; now, as in those days, the 
tropical heat burned down in humid intensity. 
It was as though the intervening years had 
closed up and the old days were back again. 
And to any one who has undergone the magic 
charm of cavalry marching, be he brave or 
timid, there is a fascination about it that 
makes him feel as though all kinds of peaceful, 
orderly life are tame and futile. 

At one point we left the railroad and 
“double quicked” through a wide savannah, 
and at another we swung off to where a bridge 
crossed the Rio Moreno. The heat wag in- 
tense, and when at 9:30 we saw the water 
tower at E] Tejar, one at least of our number 
was glad that water was near. 

—- 

Rows of khaki colored tents form orderly 
streets in the grounds of the waterworks, and 
at many points may be seen the freshly built 
earthworks and trenches that are to be used 
in case of an attack. Several field pieces and 
some machine guns are ready for instant serv- 
ice, a field wireless outfit is established, and a 
telephone system communicates with the out- 
posts as well as with Vera Cruz, ten miles 
away. Great masses of tangled vegetation 
have been cleared away, so that the advance 
of a hostile Mexican force could not use its 
cover. A thorough system of outposts, cos- 
sack posts, and a field wireless equipment pro- 
tects the little bunch of marines that guard 
this most vital position. 

Flanking the waterworks on the south fs 
the Jalapa river, which supplies the water. 
A good railroad bridge crosses it at this point, 
and beneath the bridge is a ford, across which 
swarms of natives are ie verve to be seen 
urging their donkeys. 

Of all the points occupied by our troops 


around or in Vera Orns, the waterworks posi- 
tion at El Tejar seems the most attractive, 
as well as, in some respects, the most impor- 
tant. The marines at this point are com- 
pletely detached from their main force in the 
city, and probably would be the first to be 
attacked in case real hostilities begin. But 
the country is pretty, the natives apparently 
friendly, and the situation a healthy one., 
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A ride along the beach or the Interoceanic 
railroad northwestward soon brings one to 
the water tower on the railroad at Legarto. 
Here a detachment of marines under Capt. 
Hill is stationed, and is nightly fighting the 
attacking forces of mosquitoes that breed in 
the swamps near the water tower. The men 
live in the freight cars that are backed up 
on a siding, and the festoons of mosquito net- 
ting show that a valiant resistance is being 
made against a merciless enemy. In spite of 
the nearness of this position to Vera Cruz, 
the place is lonely, and in the silence that 
hangs over the spot there is a suggestion of 
impending danger; imagined, perhaps, but 
none the less always present. 


From the top of the water tower, about 
sixty feet high, two signal men are constantly 
on watch with a powerful telescope. The 
climb to this exposed position is not a pleas- 
ant one, for one has to go up by a rusty 
vertical iron ladder that clings precariously to 
the outside of the stone tower. Ag one 
reaches the top the ladder curves outward to 
clear the cornice, and it is necessary to climp 
upside down, like a fiy, for the last few 
rungs. On top of the tower is an iron water 
tank with a depth of about eight feet of 
water, and at one corner is a little extem- 
porized platform upon which the telescope 
and the two signal men are stationed. 


About 1,400 yards away, and under a 
couple of huge umbrella trees, is a Federal 
outpost, where there may always be seen 
one or more Mexican sentries. On the day 
when I climbed the tower there were two 


under the tree, but shortly before I had 
arrived a little band of six mounted soldiers 


was seen. At various times while we were’ 


“ observing,” natives were visible at different 
ranges; but whether they were soldiers or 
ranchmen could not be determined. 

Two mounted men appeared at a range of 
600 yards and, by their movements, probabiy 
were soldiers. I asked one of the marines 
how far away they were, and he guessed the 
distance at 600 yards. When I asked if he 
could hit them at that range he responded so 
quickly in the affirmative that I had to be 
lieve him. Later, when I had occasion to 
study the marksmanship records of the ma- 
rines, I realized that his assurance was well 
founded, :

A couple of days after I visited this out- 
post the naval aviator, “Pat” Bellinger, 
was fired on by a large squad of Mexicans 
from a point on the beach only a few hun- 
dred yards from Vergara, the little barrio at 
the seaward end of our lines. 


One of the most striking topographical fea- 
tures of Vera Cruz is the range of sand 
dunes that extends behind the city. These 
hills are between 100 and 200 feet high, and 
the crests and upper slopes are of pure sand 
that shifts constantly back and forth. Be- 
tween the water front of Vera Cruz and this 
imposing range of bare sand hills is all the 
vegetation of a tropical city, and one cannot 
avoid wondering how this curious ridge has 


-escaped being engulfed in tropical vegetation, 


But there it stands, its Saharalike ridges 
rippled with sand- waves and its profile con- 
stantly undergoing changes of conformation. 

Along the top of these undulating ridges 
are our outposts. From the sea they may be 
seen, tiny figures and tiny tents that seem 
almost unreal. 


One night Capt. Kilgore, in command of 
the marines on the flagship Wyoming, took 
me up to spend the night with the outposts 
stationed on the sand ridge. Capt. Ramsey, 
with whom Kilgore had been stationed in 
Honolulu for a long and delightful tour of 
service, was in command of the marines at 
the point we visited, and we found him in his 
tent just below the crest of one of the bills. 

It was dark when we arrived, and the 
sharp cry of the sentry gave a particularly 
businesslike air to the situation. From Capt. 
Ramsey’s tent the three of us climbed through 
the deep sand to the top, and then continued 
along the crest for several hundred yards, 
-down~steep -siopes of sand and up othe® 
slopes, where the walking was so tiring that 
I was glad we were not charging up them 
toward an enemy at the top. A charge would 
soon lose its dash on such hills as.those.

On the highest point of this ridge we sat 
down and watched the strange picture that 
was spread out around us. Off to the east- 
ward lay our great fleet of battleships, marked 
by twinkling lights and blinking signals that 
made the harbor and open roadstead look like 
a city. Down below us lay Vera Cruz, ablaze 
with electric lights and with its towers and 
domes brightly marked in the city glow. In 
the near foreground was the slope of the 
sand hill, vague and mysterious in the dark- 
ness. No lights were showing on the ridga 
except a signal light off to the northward, a 
few hundred yards away. It was spelling out 
a message to other signal stations that an- 
swered from Legarto and from posts down at 
the flour mill and the roundhouse in the city, 

Off across the indistinct stretches in the 
“enemy’s country” were dark splotches, 
marking vegetation and phantomlike expanses 
of sand. We sat on the edge of a ridge that 
dropped abruptly for a hundred or more feet 
below us, and yet in the darkness there ways 
no way of judging whether it was ten feet or 
a hundred feet. 

For nearly three hours we watched the 
strange picture. Hundreds of dogs were 
barking in Vera Cruz, queer cries of night 
birds ¢ame from the darkness, and the whir 
of bats flying about us wonld often add » 
startling note to the medley of sounds. At 
times the shifting sand would make odd little 
murmuring noises, and from all sides came 
whispers and murmurs and cries that defied 
analysis,

At midnight a bright signal began blinking 
off in Mexican territory. It looked like an 
acetylene or an electric signal, and its flashes 
seemed to come in intervals of two minutem 
A little later a great fire broke out some dis 
tance westward, and we assumed that the 
Federals were burning railroad ties. From 
the fact that there was little noise from 
barking dogs off in Mexican territory we 
judged that there could be no considerable 
activity of troops or of the people. 


It was a most interesting vigil. Once, 
when I was hunting in Africa, I spent a 
night on a tree platform watching for lions 
On that occasion the night was ful! of strange 
sounds and one felt that thousands of unseen 
creatures were stirring in the darkness on all 
sides. Often the silence would be intense, 
then to be broken by the sudden ecream of an 
animal and the thunder of stampeding hoofs 

On the lonely outpost above Vera Cruz the 
effect was much the same, and the experi- 
ence produced a mental impression that can 
never be effaced. At 1 o'clock we turned in 
on some cots in Capt. Ramsey’s tent, and at 
5 got up to see what the place looked like in 
daylight. The snow crest of Orizaba was 


pink in the dawn, and the mysteries of land-— 


scape resolved themselves into definite formas 
Throngs of natives were coming into Vera 
Cruz with market supplies, and off to the 
seaward the Bay of Campeche lay glassy and 
sleepy in the early morning glare of a trop 
ical sun.

When Corbett went to Careon he forgot all 
about Ned, partly from the fact, I suppose, 
that his brother Harry had brought from 
San Francisco a beautiful full blooded collie, 
for whom Jim had now conceived a deep af- 
fection.

This was the first time that machines were 
called in to take pictures of any great event 
—the beginning of it all—just an experiment— 
and nobody knew whether the cameras would 
work.

At the sound of the bell Corbett began 
punching and jabbing with his left, which 
was very effective, and for six rounds madea 
fool of his opponent. 

In the sixth Corbett landed on Ftzsim- 
mons and knocked him down. Fitzsimmons 
took the count. 

After the fight was over we claimed that 
he was down longer than ten seconds, and 
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that William Muldoon, who was the referee, 
favored him at this point. But we did that 
for effect. The truth of the matter is, Fitz- 
simmons was not badly hurt in this round, 
and simply did what all experienced boxers 
do—took the benefit of nine full seconds be- 
fore getting up. 


Then Corbett, in his endeavor to knock 
lanky Bob out, fought himself out, and the 
men returned to theircorners. Fitzsimmons 
recuperated very quickly and was himself 
again at the beginning of the seventh round. 
But Corbett never *‘ came back.’’ He grew 
weaker and weaker, while the enemy grew 
stronger and stronger, until the fourteenth 
round, when the Cornishman delivered his 
famous solar plexus, and that was the end 
of Corbett as champion. 

Corbett got up and tried to fight Bob after 
the bell had rung. I jumped into the ring 
and made a speech and claimed it was alla 
mistake, and that he was not out, that he 
had a right to go on. But the verdict was 
against us; Corbett was taken to his room, 
broken hearted.

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Hectic Flush to Summer Stage.

H® last gasps of the theatrical seagon, as it is being 
strangled by the sultry embrace of June, offer an unusual 
variety of topics for discussion. The straw bat and palm 
leaf fan period of stage activities ordinarily comes in 

with the tintinnabulations of musical comedy as accompaniment; 
but while the Winter Garde entertainment now prosperously 


established at Mr. Cohan’s well known opera house carries on 


that tradition, we are also promised the raucous Sicilian hys- 


terics of Mimi Aguglia, and the soft but dangerous feline purr 


ef Olga Petrova. These two actresses, both of them exotics 
who carry that enchanting bell mark of imported histrionism, 
“Mme.” before their names, are about to unleash their tem- 

ents and give us exhibitions of the good old fashioned 
thing known as “ emotional acting.” 

Mme. Aguglia appears at the Comedy, thereby restoring that 
playhouse to its quondam position as the upper berth of ter- 
ribly-in-earnest drama, and Mme. Petrova follows the song-and- 
dance of “ Pretty Mrs. Smith” at the Garrick. The former 
brings Sicilian patois and an imposing repertory; the latter a 
Slavic accent and an English drama called “ Panthea,” sus- 
piciously designated as “a powerful play of passion.” 

As an actress Mme. Petrova is new to middle western ob- 
gervers, but as a personality she has already been introduced 
under the auspices of vaudeville. She bas been seen here several 
times as an entertainer with a curious bag of tricks, which in- 
cluded imitations of a sentimental cat, vocal pyrotechnics ail 
the way up and down the register, and a nash of acting in the 
manner of Nazimova. She is beautiful, this Petrova, looking 
as if she might be a Balkan princess in a “ best seller,” illus- 
trated by a best sketcher; she undoubtedly has a showy talent, 
and the proceedings at the Garrick are to be watched, therefore, 
with interest.

But in spite of the bizarre Petrova, Mme. Aguglia is dis- 
tinctly the novelty of the week’s calendar. Her fame has come 
before her, for her Vesuvian prowess has been acclaimed and 
recorded by the dramatic critics of many ports. She and her 
swarthy associates startled London even more than Bernard 


Shaw’s use of the unspeakable word in his “ Pygmalion” about 


pix years ago, and since then she has made several visits to 
the eastern seaboard of these United States. There was once

can stage, threatened to teach her English and naturalize her. 
She should have come to Chicago several seasons ago to take 
advantage of our well developed cult audience, but the inscrut-

hand The ranke of the Metropolitan opera 
company supplied many of the soloists for 
the earlier festivals, but wtih unsatisfactory 
results. For the festivals enlist the services 
of a great English speaking chorus, and the 

Metropolitan artists seemed unable or un- 
willing to sing in English. 

So the Americans have replaced the for- 
eigners with an artistic gain which the pub- 
Iie has taught the directors to appreciate 
For the native singers frequently proved 
themselves vocally equal to the dis 
tinguished visitors from Europe, and the 
advantages that attach to intelligibility 
never have been questioned in the field 
of oratorio. This year a greater num- 
ber of Chicago singers found places on the 
festival program than ever before, and it 
seems logical to suppose that this practice 
«ill be continued For each resident artist 
sang with freedom and authority, and one of 
the brilliant eccmpany, Mr. Thatcher, made 
the decided hit of the week.

Wherefore one ventures to cherish the hope 
that the Evanston millionaires eventual- 
ly may develop a spirit similar to that which 
animated the dukes of ancient Mantau, whoa 
made their little city the cradle of Italian 
music. They gathered talents from adjacent 
provineés, it is true. But their idea of im- 
porting artists wes quite different from ours. 
They invited every promising youthful talent 
to come to Mantue and be developed and 
estakdished there that the benefit might be 
mutual. On the other hand they did not 
despise the home grown talent. Their whole 
concern was the fostering of an Italian art 
that should redound to the greater glory of 
Mantua. 

Now, it is difficult to discover how the 
song of Mr. Amato and Mr. Witherspoon, or 
even of Miss Hinkle and Mias Nielsen, can 
contribute to the enduring greatness of 
Pvanston. But it is quite imposible to deny 
Kivaneton and Chicago a share in the dis- 
tinction that was won by Mr. Thatcher. 
There te» another possible source of future 
musical greatness for Evanston in the festi- 
vals which Dean Lutkin and the directors 
seem to have undervalued. This is discovered 
in the participation of the children’s chorus. 
The present habit i# to give the children 
songs which their elders naively regard as 
embodying the spirit of childhood, but which 
the children themselves look upon as too 
simple to be interesting. Children can sing 
anything that interests therm They are quite 
unconsd¢ious of vocal difficulties.

Kous- 
netzoff at her best aga singing actress. The 
latter took the part that was designed for 
Ida Rubenstein, who has created several of 
D’Annunzio’s roles and who ie better @tted 
to mime such a part as Mme. Potipher than 
is Kousnetzoff.”’

The personality of Strause was the subject 
of much sub-acid paragraphing in the French 
newspapers during his recent sojourn in 


Paris, He is a German, and Germans are 
mo more popular ip France now than they 
ever were. Of course, if he had presided at 
the production of one of his works by some 
French enterpriser, things would have been 
different, but the entirely exotic character 
of the Russian ballet season—in spite of the 
alliance—was an additional cause of irrita- 
tion to the French public. 

The good old story of Strauss abusing the 
opera orchestra like a Prussian drill sergeant 
took a new lease of Afe and went the round 
of the press, although the composer has said 
more than once that the organization was 
in his opinion the finest opera orchestra in 
the world, and that he regarded it as an 
honor to conduct it. But in spite of the covet 
hostility of the average Frenchman, the 
Russian ballet is ag great a success as ever. 
The promoters have no difficulty in filling the 
vast opera at double the ordinary prices. 
Seats for the sum of 400,000 francs ($80,000) 
were disposed of. a week before the opening 
night, and epeculators are reaping a rich 
harvest gelling the seats over again for dou- 
ble—and even treble in the case of the first 
night—the box office price.

Mme. Maria Barrientos, the Spanish col- 
oratura soprano, who joins the Chicago op- 
era next season, has enjoyed the favor of 
the two composers of opera who just now are 
most popular in America. Massenet called 
her a “ divine artiste,” and gave her tele- 
graphic assurance that she possessed “ all 
of his very grand admiration.” Puccini is 
said to have been equally lavish of superia- 
tives in commending her.

And that is whet Mr. Martin thinks of 
suffrage and, I am afraid, that is what the 
run of men even ip our country sil] think 
at the bottom of their hearts, with moge or 
less polite trimming according to their dle 
positions. 

The women who find themselves in pr. 
Martin's eyes, one fancies, are those who 
d@omesticate the hotel lobby, “so that you 
want to sit down and rest in it.”” Ina word, 
it ia the old ideal for women, to be of some 
recognizable use to men. Of course, these 
women who have found themeelves have 
“true Madonna-like breadth of brow ‘and 
simple sweep of hair.” “It rested ome to 
watch her,” he says of one he saw in the 
elevated train. Mr. Martin for all his New 
York smoothness and pretty humor is mere- 
ly the old fashioned man, looking in woman 
for rest. 

Mr. Martin recognizes that women work 
out these days. He could not very well bea 
New Yorker and ignore this economic fact | 
if he ever tried to make his way to his of- 
fice at the hour when the tens of thousands 
of women workers are hurrying hot foot 
towards their jobs. For women who labor in 
the factory and office Mr. Martin has a 
courteous tolerance and pity. His is the 
caste attitude towards woman labor. No 
woman of his should ever be forced to earn 
her living that way, etc. He hopes things 
will turn out soon so that women can go 
back to the home where they belong, and 
give up these jaunts into man’s kingdom of 
office and factory work. He notes that, 
whereas pretty nearly every occupation is 
open to women, they distinguish themselves 
in almost none. That he gccounts for be- 
cause their rea! interest is not in thelr work 
but in their problematical homeand babies. 

All this ts “ old stuff” and theoretical. I 
doubt if Mr. Martin ever really talked to one 
of the working women in his office and tried 
to find out what she actually did think and 
feel about her job. 
He pays generous homage to Miss Jane 
Addams, but finds her success due to the 
Madoonna qualities of the afore described 
woman of the hotel lobby. Miss Addams 
more nearly convinces him of the advisabil- 
ity of granting the suffrage to women than 
anything else, and yet even Miss Addams 
leaves him doubting. “If all the women 
were like Miss Addama,”’ eto. His biithe 
method of argument about the vote is that 
‘“‘ women’s votes seem to be much like men’s 
votes. When a row of pianos makes &@ con- 
cert then the voters wil] make a millennium,” 
and “it’s like dipping soup out of a tureen: 
one ladleful, that’s the men's votes; another 
ladieful, that’s the women’s votes. And the 
main result is more soup in the plate and not 
so much in the tureen.” 
That is the New York idea of serious argu- 
ment. 
Much the same ts the fluffy way of dispoe- 
ing of the feminist contention for « single 
etandard of morality between the sexes. 
* But if there is a baby what becomes of the 
baby, and what becomes of the girl? The 
dual etandard, which cannot be admired | 
ethically, {s based on the very practical con- 
sideration that it is the girl, not the man, 
who has the baby.”

Mr. Norton is an interesting example of the 
tare type of American artist who sticks to 
his place and his job, gets on without for- 
eign study, and develops gradually, with 
jittle encouragement from either art juries 
er collectors, an exceedingly personal and 
Of course he began with a 
profound instinct for decorative composition 


‘and color—the rhythmic balance and beau~- 


tiful tone of these murals prove this with 
gingular emphasis. But in the development 
of this Instinct he has been aided more by 
Japanese art than by European, and more 
by the forms and colors of our own south- 
west than by the time worn principles of 
classic design. 

Mr. Norton, who is, incidentally, a teacher 
of mural decoration at the institute, has 
painted these panels at Lockport, his studio 
being in the large grounds where he always 
has lived. When completed, the series will 
include two large semi-circular panels, near- 
ly twenty feet wide, two narrow uprights 
about 12x3 feet, a tondo or circle, and a 
number of 7x4 panels, the figures in all be- 
ing about life size. The work is, in short, 
large enough to give the artist a fair chance, 
and enable him and the community to find 
out what he is made of. 

The commencement season is upon us, as 
even the art student ils aware. The institute 
does not give diplomas, except in its normal 
and architectural departments, but its clos- 
ing exercises will be held June 19. The 
students’ exhibition, however, will open June 
ll, in order to be in time for the biennial con- 
vention of the Federation of Women’s clubs. 

The Academy of Fine Arts, 81 East Mad- 
ison street, will exhibit its students’ work 
through the month of June. This will in- 
clude paintings, decorations, {llustrationas, 
handicrafts, costume designs, etc. 

The Chicago School of Applied and Nor- 
mal Art, 606 South Michigan avenue, also is 
exhibiting the work of the year. This school 
is doing valuable work in stimulating the 
instinct of its students for original design. 
Instead of beginning with classic forms, as 
in the drawing classes of most art schools, 
the students develop their own designs from 
forms found tn nature. Mrs. Emma Mc- 
Church, the director, thinks that most 
schools begin at the wrong end; that classic 
forms should come last instead of first, as 
the young imagination is stified by the com- 
mand to imitate beauty imposed from with- 
out instead of to create beauty from within.

ROBABLY the most costly parts of an 
p automobile in operation are the tires; 


the year’s expenditures, if carefully 


: kept, will show more money spent on 
tires than on any other purchase, including 
perhaps gasoline and ofl. 

It has too frequently been shown that 
much of the tire trouble comes from lack of 
attention on the part of the motorist; he 
might obtain far. better results and greater 
mileage were he careful to keep the air 
pressure in his tires up to the figures given 
by the company whose tires he uses. 

With a partially inflated tire there is a 
constant change of the position of the fabric 

‘in the tire, an everlasting working and chaf- 
ing, a sqi:asrhing and bending that naturally 
cracks the many plies of fabric, causing 
blow-outs, pinches, and other trouble, all of 
which could be avoided to a large extent 
were the pressure kept up 80 as to round out 
the tire to maintain the shape it was built 
for. : 

But it seems to be human nature to keep 
on driving and to neglect tires, until they 
become so worn out in the supporting fabric 
that they must yield to the pressure because 
of weakness and inability to still stand the 
strain. All this comes about because the 

, motorist depends upon the eye rather than 
figures represented on a gauge to determine 
whether the pressure is sdfficient—and looks 
in this case are deceiving and costly. 

What may prove something of a blessing 
in this particular case is a pressure alarm, 
as shown in the illustrations. This consists 
of a little instrument about the size of 
an air valve which is fitted through the rim 
opposite the tire stem. It is set to raise 
the tube when at normal pressure and when 
the pressure drops to a point below normal 
the device fires a percussion cap and thus 
gives warning that the air pressure is twenty 
pounds below what it should be. Then the 
motorist has no excuse for not knowing that 
his tires need air and-if he keeps on driv- 
ing he must know he will pay the penalty 
in destroyed casings sooner or later. 


par 
It is a well known fact that heat is re- 
quired to turn gasoline into a gas vapor, 
which when mixed with air becomes explo- 
sive; the more heat the more volatization 
that takes place, and consequently the less 
gas used and so, naturally, economy of oper- 
ation, cleanliness and more power because 
of a better. mixture. 
. Many of the modern carbureters are made 
with a hot water jacket, so that the water 
from the overflow may heat the carbureter 
and thus assist in volatizing the fuel. As 
a means of still further assisting in this proc- 
ess a heater has been brought out so that 
the exhaust gas is employed also. The heat- 
er is a small brass article through which the 
gasoline passes before reaching the car- 
bureter and it is so constructed that heat 
from a branch of the exhaust pipe also passes 
through another part of the heater, thus

One of the advantages of thetelectric light 
headlights was demonstrated on the road 
near Chicago a few days ago. Any motorist 
knows with what danger he approaches an- 
other car on a dark-and narrow road, par- 


ticularly when he is meeting a pair of intense . 


headlights. It means a full stop in order to 
avoid running ‘into the. other car or from 
going into the ditch. 

In the case mentioned the approaching 
motorist had the good sense and kindly feel- 
ing to shut off his headlights for a few sec- 
onds, with the result that the driver of the 
other car found no trouble in seeing the 
road and in passing with perfect safety. 

The scheme worked so successfully and 
without a single bit of annoyance that it 
might be suggested to the safety first com- 
mission as a rule to be adopted in order to 
avoid possible accidents through the blind- 
ing from headlights; at best the plan could 
be passed along from one motorist to an- 
other and at least become a good habit if 
nothing else.

Antares has a companion, being one of the 
binary system. This companion also is re- 
markable for its color, being a bright green. 
It is two de- 
grees fainter than stars which can be seen by 
the unaided eye 

With Arcturus and Spica, Antares forms a 
right angled triangle. It is so far south of 
the equator that it requires only four hours 
and a half to reach the meridian. On the 
first day of June it arises just as the sun 
sets. It is approaching the solar system at 
the rate of about 114 miles a minute. It was 
one of the four royal Persian stars. 

Northwest of Antares about nine degrees is 
a beautiful double star known as Graffias. 
The larger of the two is a white second mag- 
nitude; its companion is a pale blue sixth 
magnitude. About half way between An- 
tares and Graffias is a star cluster, visible in 
a small telescope, and renowned as one of 
the rich clusters of the sky. Overfifty years 
ago a brililant star appeared in this cluster, 
but in less than thirty days was gone. 

To the east of the cluster is the “* coai sack,”’ 
a starless void about four degrees wide. 

The Scorpion is one of the well marked con- 
stellations, resembling more than usual the 
thing for which it is named. Mythologically 
it is related to Orion, the Hunter. The Scor- 
pion pursues the Hunter, who disappears as 
soon as the reptile enters the heavens. Orion 
sets as Scorpio arises. The latter represents 
the reptile which came forth at the order of 
Juno and killed Orion by biting him in the 
foot. 

* When Scorpion comes 

Orion flees to the utmost ends of the earth.” 

Antares is called Cor Scorpionis, or the 
Heart of the Scorpion. If you havea clear 
sweep towards the southern horizon you will 
be delighted by the brilliant spectacle of its 
rising and climbing its short path into the

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j Why Foreign Cars Made the Best Showing. | 


By Reed L. Parker. 

OW that the annua! 500 mile race is 
N over, the majority of those who spent 

all the way from $1 to $12 to see the 

contest wonder what it all was about 
+~wonder what it proved, that its existence 
as a sporting event is warranted—wonder 
what result it will have on motor car build- 
ing in this country, and should wonder 
whether a lesson has been learned that will 
make it possible for an American car to 
win, 

Four foreign cars finished ahead of the 
first American car to show. Ten foreign 
and twenty American cars started in the 
race. Six foreign machines finished, four 
in the first four places. Four American cars 
were in the money and three were running 
when the tenth car finished. Thirteen do- 
mestic machines were forced to leave the 
race. Only four foreign made machines 
were forced to withdraw. 

Six American manufacturers were repre- 
sented, as against six from across the sea. 
Two of the American manufacturers had 
cars finish the race. Four of the foreigners 
were in the money. 

The foreigners to have factory entries 
were Delage, Peugeot, Sunbeam, Excelsior, 
Bugatti, and Isotta. The Americans were 
Stutz, Mercer, Keeton, Maxwell, King, and 
Marmon. Of these, Delage was represented 
by two cars, Peugeot three, Sunbeam two, 
and Excelsior, Bugatti, and Isotta one each. 
Stutz had three cars, Mercer two, Maxwell 
two, and Keeton, King, and Marmon one 
each, It is to be understood, of course, that 
one of the Peugeots, the Isotta, Keeton, and 
Marmon were private entries, although in 
every case they were supported by the fac- 
tories—that is, parts were supplied by the 
factories. 

Delage secured first and third places, Peu- 
geot second and fourth, Stutz fifth, Excel- 
sior eixth, Sunbeam seventh, the Beaver 
Bullet eighth, the Maxwell ninth, and the 
Duesenberg, one of the outsiders, tenth. The 
Duesenberg really corresponds to a factory 
entered or a factory supported car. None 
of the specials, more properly termed 
freaks, finished, and at no time during the 
race were they in a position to warrant 
their appearance in the race, this of course 
excepting the Beaver Bullet, which finished 
ahead of the Maxwell and Duesenberg. 

One great question is, Why is it that for- 
eign cars made such a wonderful showing 
compared to the American? The answer 
is simple. In Europe racing is a business. 
Delage and Peugeot, who gathered most of 
the fruit and almost all of the money out 
of the race, have been building racing,cars 
for a number of years. It took Peugeot 
three years to build the cars entered at In- 
dianapolis. The Peugeot racing plant and 
the Peugeot stock car plant are as different 
as the Mercer factory and the Stafford fac- 


tory. Their locations are about 700 miles 


apart. Boillot and Goux are the engineers 
of the Peugeot racing team. Another set 
of engineers turns out the stock cars. 
Every effort of the Peugeot racing factory 
ie made toward the turning out of a fas‘+er 
set of cars for 1914 than was turned out in 
1918. In fact, the 1918 cars are not consid- 
ered good enough or fast énough to be cam- 
paigned in France in 1914. They are thought 
good enough to bring over here for 1914, and 
this in a measure may account for their de- 
feat at Indianapolis. They had to meet 
Delage here, and Delage was prepared to 
meet cars a year old with cars of similar age 


' but in better condition. Delage also refused 
' to be. tied up with a tire contract which 


would prevent them having the best for the 
speedway. Had Peugeot only had to 


— 
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meet the cars of American design it would 
have won. Witness Goux's lead over Oldfield 
in the Stutz. 

There is little difference between Peugeot 
methods and those of Delage. However, the 
Delage racing factory is run in conjunctio# 
with the stock car plant at Paris. The two 
plants are not so completely divorced as 's 
the case with Peugeot. 

The two Surbeams practically are stock 
cars, and in this respect they correspond 
quite closely to the Stutz. The Excelsior 
was a special creation built @rst for the 1913 
Grand Prize in France and not properly bal- 
anced for the speedway. The Bugatti was 
close to being a stock model. The Isotta was 
an old lumbering hack that never should have 
started. It did not represent the best of the 
Milan factory's cars, and to compare it with 
even the poorest American special entered 
in the race is impossible. 


The Sunbeams and Bugatti really were the 
only cars in a class with those of America 
entered at Indianapolis this year. For ex- 
ample, it is possible that the maximum cost 
of any car entered in the race excepting the 
Peugeots and Delage was $2,500. The Peu- 


- geots and Delage may have cost little mors, 


but today they are being held for $8,000 each. 
and probably will be sold to Americans at 
that figure. 


None of the infinite care in construction, 
in the selection of materials, and in the train- 
ing of drivers is indulged itn here as is given 
in Burope. Boillot, Goux,Thomas, Duray—all 
the foreign drivers in fact—do nothing else 
than race automobiles or build automobiles 
to race. Their spare moments—moments of 
relaxation—are given over to the gentle sport 
of aviation. This is not true of our cars nor 
of our drivers. Take, for instance, the 
Mercers. It is safe to presume that these 
care had been sent over 3,000 miles of road 
and speedway at an average speed of eighty 
miles an hour before the start on Memorial 
day. The Mercers were raced all of last 
year. Besides being used in actua] conflict. 
they have been sent over many weary and 
fast miles of practice. Compared tothis, tne 
Peugeots and Delages have been used as 
gently as eges. 

In matter of preparation, compare the 
Peugeot and Maxwell entries. The Maxwell 
cars were built in less than three months. 
They were an experiment, and will remain 
an experiment for many more months—until 
the Httle faults of hasty construction have 
been eliminated. The Peugeots have beer. 
building for three years. All the littia 
“bugs” in them were removed at least a 
year before Harroun started to build hie 
cars, 

What is the answer—the result ofthese few 
facts as presented? What difference does tt 
make here or in Omaha or San Luis Obispo 
or Plymouth whether Delage or Peugeot wins 
or Whether they even finish? Does Delage or 
Peugeot sell any more cars? Does the added 
business Peugeot secures in this country 
from racing interfere with the untrammeled 
enjoyment of life by the American manufac- 
turers? Obviously it does not. Delage makes 
no attempt to market its cars here. Delave 
had only personal pride in winning, for its 
drivers were loaned the cars to get wnat 
money they could with them. 

Obviously, the American manufacturer 
would have much to gain if he won or made 
a good showing. Both Stutz and Maxwell 
unquestionably will get results from their 
competition. Possibly next year they can 
come back and make even a better showing. 
Perhaps Mercer and Marmon can beat the 
foreigners, perhaps other factories can be 
persuaded to enter machines and meybe 
they will be faster than the fastest of the 
continent. But.if they anticipate any of 
this success or any part of it they must 
begin the construction of their cars now. 


It has ben demonstrated thet cars to win 
the 500 mile race cannot be built in three 
months or nine months, possibly not tn a 
year, but it is reasonable to presume that 
& car has a better chance of success after & 
year's grooming than when part of it ts. 
built the night before therace. — 

If it is worth while to race, it is worth 
while to be prepared. It costs much. to 
maintain a racing team, and it costs more to 
lose, If a manufacturer decides to race, it 
who i to presume that he intends to race to 
win. 

Indianapolis in 1914 hed {ts lessons, and the 


best of all is that preparation alone can win 
the race.

vr ROPICAL plants attracted Henry and 


his wife, who were showy people. In 
| the winter she cared for a big Boston 
fern, a rubber tree, and an oleander, 
which she let stay before the open windows 
in summer. It was natural, then, that she 
should think of the racinus, or castor bean, 
with its big tropical leaves. It was the mid- 
dle of June before she planted groups of 
beans on each side of the porches, front and 
back, and a thick row dividing the back yard 
from the front and side lawns. 

She knew better than to plant in formal 
lines, and studied the pictures of shrubbery 
and handsome yards shown in the garden 
ahd country home magazines. Eve had told 
her that looking at pictures of artistic places 
Was quite an education, and that she had 
learned the names of flowers and trees and 
their habits by studying the catalogues. It 
was the next best thing to seeing the real 
plants, which one ought to do. 

The racinus, or castor bean, grows rapidly. 


| It appreciates good soll and water, and will 


reach a height of eight or ten feet with 
spreading palmate foliage tinted with copper 
luster. In the moist ground under the June 
gun it was only a few days before Henry’s 
wife saw the beans coming up. She had 
Planted them an inchand one-halfdeep. She 
said she was thankful that she had castor 
beans, not pansies, for cutworms, slugs, bee- 
tles, and the other garden pirates refused to 
eat castor bean sprouts for reasons which 
Bobby, her son, could explain. They hated 
the taste, hence she was sure she would have 
a splendid show in a little while. 

Henry became enthusiastic over tropical 
effects. One day he came home with a bas- 
ket of calladiums, or elephant ears, and can- 
nas already started. He knew they werea 
thirsty lot, and made up his mind that he 
would water every evening. He planted the 
calladium bulbs in front of the castor beans, 
arranging them in groups with the cannas. 
The calladiums have fine green leaves, often 
thirty inches in length, but do not bloom. 
The cannas have varied foliage, light green, 
rich emerald, and bronze. They send up gor- 
geous spikes of flowers, yellow, flame, light, 
and dark red. The study of canna blossoms 
is an adventure in color. The canna experts 
have produced remarkable shades, and Hen- 
ry found that he was spending more than he 
ought in the purchase of rare striped gold and 


| ecarlet Cannas, when the bright red alone 


would make his tropical effect. 

Many who have moved into new homes will 
find yards infested with wire grass, dande- 
lion, plantain, dock, or other pests. The 
shortest way to a lawn is to hire a man with 
a plow, or to spade up deep, work in manure, 
and prepare a basis for a new lawn. Sow 
well recommended lawn mixture with bone 
meal, Keep a lookout for weeds and make 
war on them. 

Vines give a homelike appearance. The 
wild cucumber is a decorative old standby. 
It grows rapidly and has a fine white blos- 
som. Morning glories have a beauty all their 
own. So have scariet runners and moon 
vines. It is not too late to plant. They 
will grow twice as fast when given strings. 

The sweet peas should be helped to find 
places on the netting. A watchful worker 
among the plants discovers many ways to 
lend a hand. 

Even if you expect to go out of town sow 
seeds in flower beds or porch boxes. Verbe- 
nas, petunias, calendulas, pyrethrums, and 
asters will live a long time without extrs 
water. 

Do not forget to plant giadiolus bulbs. 
Seeds of asters, nasturtiums, cosmos, and

UST to what extent the pronounced ac- 
tivity of the real estate market during 
the latter part of last week was due to 
the settlement of the brick makers’ 
strike is, of course, a matter of surmise; 

but it-certainiy is suggestive that with the 
end of that protracted and costly trouble the 
market showed greater activity than it has 
for months. 

In place of the steacily growing dullness 
which has affected all classes of property, 
and which became more pronounced with 
the possibility of even greater labor troubles, 
as the result of the threatened complete 
break between the manufacturers and the 
union, there followed at once upon the settle- 
ment a flood of transactions such as the 
market has not known for many months.

It is possible many of the deals would 
have been closed in any event, but there is 
little doubt that the thoroughly satisfactory 
terms of the settlement materially hastened 
many, if not all, of them and brought to life 
many which seemed marked for the grave- 
yard. Many of these had been held in abey- 
ance, waiting upon the outcome of the 
trouble, and when a quick and satisfactory 
end was made of it these pending deals were 
closed up in a hurry. 

Im any event, it was a most encouraging 
showing, and shoula go a long way toward 
stimulating interest in the market, as the 
general conditions surrounding the market 
in practically every particular areofa highly 
favorable character.

With the possible exception of the Carson 
Pirie Scott & Co. purchase, there were no 
transactions of great magnitude; but there 
was a veritable flood of what might be 
termed important minor transactions, em- 
bracing all classes of property, from central 
business to the cheap outlying lots. 

A particularly fine showing was made in 
intermediate and outlying business property, 
im which the considerations ran into large ; 
figures; and the same may de said of apart- 
ment house property, which wasrepresented 
by several transactions in which the con- 
sideration was in excess of $100,000. 

Acres also figured quite prominently in the 
week's business, together with several sales 
of vacant involving extensive improvements.

CORNER LOT APPRAISAL HARD. 


New York Problem Remains Unsolved 
in Opinion of Tax | 


Assessors. | 


The New York department of taxes and as- 
sessments does not believe that any rule for 
the appraisal of corner lots has ever been 
devised which has universal application, says 
the New York Tribune. 

While the Hoffman-Neill rule is of general 
value for the determination of the value of 
short lots, all of the deputy tax commission- 
ers are well aware that it can be generally 
applied only to plots of land which are of 
usable shape and size. . 

The same principle applies to any rule for 
the determination of the value of corner lots. 
Moreover, while a corner 100 feet square in 
one ownership may be increased in value as 
to all of its area by reason of its corner posi- 
tion, it is generally true that the corner infilu- 
ence does not extend beyond a permanent 
structure erected on the corner, even though 
that structure be only twenty-five feet wide.
